Women’s health bill on tap

‘THE DEPARTMENT of Health said it would draft its own version of the 
controversial reproductive health bill that failed to pass in the last 
Congress. 3 

Health Secretary Manuel Dayrt said the DOH had a technical work- 
ing group studying all the reproductive health bills that had been filed 
in the present Congress and would try to create its own version. 

Dayrit met on Wednesday with House members at a forum sponsored 
by the Philippine Legislators Committee on Population and Develop- 
‘ment Foundation who are pushing for the passage of a law that would 
ensure medical care for mothers and children. 

The PLCPD is one of the most vocal critics of the health secretary who 
has been criticized by population control advocates for saying that the 
health department was not mandated to control population growth. 

"We have a group working on that already," Dayrit said when a 
House member suggested that the DOH come up with its own bill that. 
could be presented to legislators. 

"If its necessary for the RH bill to come from the DOH, then let it be. 
Many legislators would gladly sponsor such a bill, since we're not arguing 
over substance, and many of the RH provisions would address the РОН 
goals," said Rep. Darlene Antonino-Custodio. 

She said that letting the health department come up with its own re- 
productive health proposal would ensure that the health secretary 
‘would be 100 percent behind the bill. 

‘She said the DOH did not support the previous reproductive health bill. 

Dayrit said it was because the language was “problematic.” 

The Catholic Church had lobbied actively against previous House 
Bill 4110, saying that it condoned abortion. 


Custodio said the bill only mandated the provision of medical care 
for women who had had abortions. 

"The government is not supposed to castigate women who had 
abortions. Whatever happens, it is the doctor's job to save lives, 
whether itis a criminals ora good person's,” she said. 

‘On Wednesday, Dayrit called for a top-level convention of the board 
of the Commission on Population (PopCom) to study the country's 
population growth. 

Dayrit said he would get the secretaries of eight other government 
agencies, along with the UP Population Institute and three representa- 
tives ofthe private sector, to sit down and discuss the population agen- 
da within the month. 

In previous meetings, Cabinet members simply sent their representa- 
tives to tackle technical aspects of the country's population program. 

"This time, we're getting all the secretaries to be part of the process 
of reviewing bills on population and reproductive health," Dayrit said 
atthe same PLCPD forum. 

This could be the first time since the Ramos administration that 
PopCon's top officials will be assembled for something other than its 
quarterly board meeting, said its executive director Tomas Osias. 

PopCom, which used to be under the National Economic Development. 
Authority, was tasked ensuring the consistency of population growth and 
distribution with the social and economic development of the country. 

It was transferred to the Department of Health last year, although 
Dayrit said its mandate under Neda was not in any way different from 
its role under the DOH. 

Dayrit said the government was fully behind efforts to reach the 
Millennium Development Goals, which includes reducing maternal 
and children mortality rates by 2015.

Smoking causes small cell carcinoma, which accounts for 22 per- 
cent of all lung cancer cases in the country. Lung cancer kills 55 Fil- 
ipinos every day and 20,000 Filipinos every year. 

Nine out of 10 men who die from lung cancer are smokers. Cancer 
usually starts with a chronic cough, chest pains and shortness of 
breath. In later stages, the person suffers from loss of weight, fatigue, 
hoarseness, difficulty in swallowing and shortness of breath. 

"If your spirit is willing, but your body has other plans, here's what 
you should do: 


* Quit gradually. Abstain from smoking for an entire hour and start 
lengthening that time by half-hours. 

* Change to a brand of cigarettes you don't like. Smoking will have 
less appeal if you don't like the taste. 

* Make ithard for yourself to smoke Wrap the cigarette pack with elastic 
bands. Smoke with your left hand if you usually smoke with your right. 

* If you drink coffee and smoke, switch to juice or iced tea. This 
could break the habit formed by association. 

* Tell your friends you are quitting smoking. It helps to publicly de- 
nounce the habit so you would be more committed. 

+ Ifyou smoke to relieve stress, then exercise. Experts agree that ex- 
ercise is one of the best remedies for stress. When you exercise, you 
produce endorphins which naturally relieve pain and induce feelings 
of well-being and relaxation. 

* Save the money you would have spent on cigarettes and treat 
yourself to something nice. 

* It may take several attempts before you can completely kick the 
habit. The important thing is not to give up.

25 meeting of the Philippine 
Tourism Authority board, which 
he headed, had deferred ratifica- 
tion of the deal with Eastern Duty 
Free Management Services (EDF) 
after rival concessionaires sub- 
mitted offers that would have giv- 
en the government P180 million 
more in annua! income. 

Не said the board passed two res- 
olutions, one stating that the EDF 
deal was "not acceptable" and asking 
DFP general manager Michael 
Christian Kho to negotiate with ЕРЕ 
to match the price of the other con- 
cessionaires. If EDF agreed, then the 
contract would have been consid- 
ered good as ratified, he said. 

The second resolution said that 
if EDF did not agree to match the 
price, then the concession would 
be opened to others.

The Supreme Court wamed that litigants who 
filed “clearly malicious and unfounded adminis- 
trative” complaints could be ordered to explain 
why they should not be cited for contempt. 

“It must be stressed that the court will not 
shirk from its responsibility of imposing disci- 
pline upon its employees, judges and associ- 
ate justices alike; but neither will it hesitate to 
shield them from unfounded suits that serve 
to disrupt rather than promote the orderly ad- 
ministration of justice,” said the decision 
penned by Justice Romeo Callejo Sr. 

Fernandez had alleged that the three CA 
Justices’ decision of June 19, 2003, reversing 
National Electrification Administration chief 
Fr. Francisco Silva's order dismissing an Aklan 
electric cooperative official was “а fruit of cor- 
ruption.” 

“The CA decision is patently and obviously 
a fruit of corruption without even considering 
the backdrop of the whole case but by mere 
perusal of the decision,” Fernandez had said. 

He asked the Supreme Court to set aside the 
СА ruling through a petition for certiorari but 
included in it his administrative complaint.

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Talks fail to free hundreds 
of hostages in Russia school 


BESLAN, Russia—Hundreds of mainly young hostages 
seized at a school close to Chechnya faced a second agoniz- 
ing day in captivity Thursday after negotiations between the 
Russian authorities and their captors proved fruitless. 


In three hours of phone negotia- 
tions, officials said they offered the 
hostage takers safe passage out of 
the region and also to exchange 
the trapped children—some as 
young as five—with adults. Both 
offers were tumed down. 

Russian snipers and tanks sur- 
rounded the building in the re- 
public of North Ossetia while 
anxious relatives gathered near- 
by many receiving help from psy- 
chiatric counselors and others 
crying over the lists of the chil- 
dren trapped inside. 

Officials said the hostage-takers 
were stil refusing to accept 
medicines and water for the 
hostages, some of whom suffer from 
diabetes. “The situation is quite crit- 
ical" said Vyacheslav Karpinoy, a 
doctor at the Beslan hospital. 

Amid an atmosphere of nation- 
al crisis, President Vladimir 
Putin, who has so far maintained

Migrating ducks linked Cheney says Kerry unfit for White House 


to bird flu in South Korea 


SEOUL—A nine-month probe has 
linked migrating ducks to the 
deadly bird flu outbreak in South 
Korea earlier this year, re- 
searchers said Thursday. 

‘The experts of the National Veteri- 
nary Quarantine Service said ducks 
and other migratory birds were the 
most likely source of the outbreak of 
the HSN1 strain of avian influenza 
among poulay in South Korea, 

“By comparing with other likely 
sources such as imported poultry 
meat and travelers, we have iden- 
tified migrating birds, mostly 
ducks, as the most likely source 
for bringing the virus to this coun- 
try" said Wi Sung-Hwan, a senior 
researcher at the state agency. 

‘The study showed the highly 
pathogenic virus first invaded 
ducks in the central city of Cheo- 
man around last October. Unno. 
ticed, the virus then spread to duck. 
and chicken farms across the coun- 
пу, forcing quarantine authorities 
to cull five millions of ducks and 
chicken to contain the virus. 

“You may be easily induced to 
suspect chickens as the source of the 
disease as chickens show symptoms 
swiftly, mostly within a period of be- 


tween three and seven days after 
they attracted the virus,” Wi said. 

“But ducks have a strong resis- 
tance to the flu, Even after being 
infected with the virus, they just 
live on without showing any symp- 
toms and their farmers can hardly 
notice the problem,” he said. 

The flu virus was fist detected in 
the central province of North Chung- 
Феоп in December аг a farm rais- 
ing chicken and spread to the south- 
east and southeast of the country. 

Quarantine authorities have 
analyzed all 19 poultry farms 
which were hit by the flu and con- 
firmed that it was ducks that 
were first infected, he said. 

The HSNI strain is known to pass 
from infected poultry to humans. 

But there have been no reports of 
human infections in South Korea. 

The bird flu claimed 19 lives in 
Vietnam and eight others in Thai- 
land this year alone. 

China, Thailand, Indonesia 
and Malaysia have also been hit 
by new outbreaks of bird flu over 
the past couple of months but on- 
ly Vietnam has reported human 
infections. The last death in Thai- 
land occurred on March 12, AFP

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Israel vows global hunt for Hamas 
leaders after Beersheba bombings 


BEERSHEBA, Israel—Israel vowed a global 
pursuit of Hamas leaders and to forge ahead 
with its West Bank barrier Wednesday as fu- 
nerals were held for victims of the deadliest 
Palestinian attack in nearly a year. 

As soldiers demolished the family home of 
one of the rwo Hamas bombers, a senior gov- 
ernment source said its battle against the 1s- 
lamist group would not be constrained by ge- 
‘graphical borders. 

"The source said Tuesday's bombings, which 
left 16 people and the two bombers dead in the 
southern desert city of Beersheba, bore the fin- 
gerprints of Hamas’ Damascus-based leaders.

Chesnot, 37, of Radio France International, 
and Malbrunot, 41, reporting for the daily Le 
Figaro, were last heard from on Aug. 19 as 
they set off for the southern city of Najaf. 
Their Syrian chauffeur also vanished. 

Jean de Belot, Figaro's managing editor, 
told Europe-1 radio on Thursday that French 
authorities believe the two hostages were still 
alive, according to information obtained from 
“indirect contact” with the kidnappers. АР 
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US to seek UN sanctions 
on Iran over nuke program 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of State 
Colin Powell says the United States 
plans to press for a range of possible 
UN Security Council sanctions 
against Iran in response to what he 
describes as a concerted effort by that 
country to develop nuclear weapons. 

Powell told reporters Wednesday 
night the United States will urge the 
United Nations’ nuclear watchdog 
group on Sept. 13 in Vienna to refer 
the Iranian case to the UN Security 
Council for action. 

“We're looking at the range of pos- 
sible actions of a political, economic, 
diplomatic nature,” Powell said. 

He commented while flying home 
from Panama after attending the in- 
auguration of Panamanian President 
Martin Torrijos. 

Та Vienna, the UN's International 
Atomic Energy Agency said earlier 
‘Wednesday that Iran plans to process 
tons of raw uranium and restart its 
centrifuges—two activities that could 
be used to make nuclear warheads. 

US diplomats at the meeting said the 
revelations provided further evidence 
that Iran's activities pose “a threat to in- 
ternational peace and security’ 


“Unless there are assurances that 
the international - community can 
count on, I think Ев appropriate that 
it (the Iran issue) be referred to the 
Security Council,” Powell said 

He said itremains to be seen whether 
thereis a consensus to do that now. 

Diplomats said the IAEA report on 
Iran with the new disclosures was 
based on information provided by 
Iran’s government. Iran insists its nu- 
clear program is devoted to the 
peaceful generation of electricity. 

Earlier Wednesday, Undersecretary 
of State John R. Bolton, the admi 
tration's point man on nuclear pr 
eration threats, said, "We view with 
great concern” revelations in the 
TAEA report that Iran is about to con- 
vert 37 tons of yellow cake uranium 
into uranium hexafluoride gas. 

Uranium hexafluoride is spun in cen- 
trifuges to produce enriched uranium, 
which in turn can be used to generate 
power or make nuclear warheads, de- 
pending оп the degree of enrichment. 

‘The United States will continue to 
urge other members of the UN agen- 
суз board of governors to join with us 
in this effort to deal with the Iranian 


threat to international peace and secu- 
rity," Bolton said. 

‘Another senior Bush administra- 
tion official, in an interview in which 
his identity was withheld, said Iran 
was positioning itself to produce 100 
kg of enriched uranium, enough for 
four nuclear weapons. 

LUN inspectors have been looking for 
evidence that Iran has a secret nuclear 
weapons program. Such a finding 
could be critical to the Bush adminis- 
tration’s effort to gain support from the 
other 34 members of the agency to seek. 
UN Security Council action. 

Tom Casey, a state department 
spokesperson, said the report being 
circulated by the IAEA "continues to 
document the fact that through the 
past 18 years Iran has amassed a 
record of deception and denial about 
its nuclear activities.” 

Democratic presidential candi 
date John Кепуз campaign criti- 
cized the Bush administration for 
going to war against Iraq on what it 
called discredited grounds instead 
of acting sooner to marshal US allies 
to prevent Iran from developing nu- 
clear weapons. 


Thai study: Drinking urine works wonders 


BANGKOK—Drinking urine can elim- 
inate sinus trouble, tum grey hair 
black and even cure cancer, a Thai 
academic said Thursday, citing a 
study of local Buddhists who engage 
in the unorthodox practice. 

Ratree Cheepudomwit, of the 
Thai Traditional and Alternative 
Medicine Development Depart- 
ment, said hundreds of urine, 
drinkers attested that consuming а 
daily cup worked wonders for their 
overall health and helped slow the

aging process. 

She said that in June she queried 
250 members of Santi Asoke, a strict 
indigenous Buddhist movement be- 
lieved to have thousands of followers, 
and 204 respondents said they had 
learned from ancient Buddhist 
manuscripts that drinking one’s urine 
improved health. 

“OF the respondents, 87 percent 
confirmed that it had’ head-to-toe 
benefits for them, including for ex- 
ample reduction of dandruff, grey 


hair, sinus problems and cancer,” 
Ratree said. 

The medical elixir was not-easy 
on everyone's system, as about one 
in 10 urine drinkers suffered diar- 
thea afterwards, but the practice 
should not be viewed with disgust, 
shesaid. 

“Other groups of people who drank 
urine were Buddhist monks who 
practiced in accordance to scriptures 
Which are more than 2,500 years 
old,” she said.

Iraq kidnappers free 7 truck 
drivers after getting ransom 


KUWAIT CITY—The Kuwaiti employers of 
seven truck drivers freed Wednesday after be- 
ing held hostage in Iraq said after the group 
arrived here that they had not ceased opera- 
tions in Iraq and had paid more than half a 
million dollars as ransom to the kidnappers. 

"We did not cease our operations in Iraq" 
as demanded by the kidnappers, Kuwait 
Gulfand Link (KGL) president Saeed Ismail 
al-Dashti told reporters after receiving the 
seven drivers at Kuwait airport. 

“At present, the company transports to 
certain destinations inside Iraq, under heavy 
security protection, and Iraqi companies un- 
dertake internal distribution,” he said. 

KGL had announced Aug. 27 it had de- 
cided to stop working in Iraq in response to 
the kidnappers’ demands. 

Dashti said the company last paid half a 
million dollars to the abductors to secure 
the hostages’ release, but other payments 
had been made before. 

He declined to disclose the amounts of 


the previous payments. 

Islamist militants released the three Indians, 
three Kenyans and Egyptian earlier Wednes- 
day after holding them hostage for six weeks. 

The seven drivers arrived aboard a char- 
tered small passenger plane after a two-hour 
joumey. They were welcomed by top officials 
and their countries respective ambassadors, 

They appeared in good health but looked 
exhausted. The three Indians and the Egyp- 
tian were immediately whisked out by em- 
bassy officials to awaiting cars without 
speaking to reporters. 

One of the Kenyan drivers, Faiz Khamees; 
said the kidnappers “treated them well” ex- 
cept on the first day when they were mis- 
treated. He declined to elaborate. 

“After they caught us, they blindfolded us, 
They took us to a house and kept us blind- 
folded for most of the time in a single room," 
said Khamees, who and the other two 
Kenyans were helped by embassy officials to 
speaktotheirfamiliesbackhome. — AFP

- nipulation, revealed to the world the epidemic of Severe 
«. Acute Respiratory Syndrome (SARS) sweeping China. On 
‘April 3, 2003, China’s health minister grossly understated 
< the SARS figures in a report. Jiang, who had gotten first- 
“hand information about the epidemic's deadly spread 
from Guangdong province to Hong Kong, then issued a 
„letter to the press, challenging the report and giving his 
own version of the situation. Only then did Beijing, which 
ай previously ordered hospital officials not to speak 
„about the epidemic lest it disturb important national 
meetings in the capital, fire the health minister and order 
* a public health campaign. The outbreak was stemmed 
“two months later. 
Jiang is not a maverick or a dissident. He's in facta loyal 
„member of the Communist Party who, like many intellec- 
tuals and professionals, suffered persecution during the 
"Hundred Flowers campaign, the Cultural Revolution, and 
""other purges that are usually carried out by utopian so- 
.cialist lunatics at the cost of so much lives and reputa- 
tions. Since Jiang has kept faith with communism and its 
‘reputed ability to correct its mistakes and renew itself, he 
represents perhaps the best hope of communism. But of 
course, the fact that he continues to be persecuted despite 
saving China from SARS—and from its harebrained party 
bosses—should provide caution against hoping too much 
in communist hope.

When he presents his find- 
ings to the town leaders, he runs into the establishment 
that refuses to close down the baths and contain the epi- 
„demic. He is publicly labeled an enemy of the people. 
Come to think of it, the other Magsaysay winners are 
"enemies of the people for taking on thankless advocacies 
“that rile the establishment. Our very own Haydee Yorac 
(honoree for government service) has become the enemy 
‘of corrupters for reforming the Presidential Commission 
‘on Good Government that is running after the Marcoses, 
their close associates and other plunderers. By teaching 
‚ farmers self-reliance, Prayong Ronnarong of Thailand 
(community leadership) is the enemy of Thai politicians 
‘and businessmen who seek to hold the peasants in their 
^ thrall. By promoting literacy and love of the great books 
of humanity, Abdullah Aby Sayeed of Bangladesh (jour- 
«nalism, literature and creative communication arts) is ће 
enemy of illiteracy and poverty. By fostering dialogue, 
Laxminarayan Ramdas of India and Ibn Abdur Rehman of 
"Pakistan (peace and international understanding) is the

REALIZING that the anger of taxpayers is 
about to explode Їїсеа volcano, various groups 
who should be paying more in taxes but don't 
are scrambling all over each other in suggest- 
ing ways for the government to get more mon- 
ey to be able to pay its deficit. The suggestions 
arevaried but have one thing in common: all of 
them carefully avoided suggesting that they 
forego their privileges and perks. 

Speaker Jose de Venecia proposed that the 
rich donate P1 million each and their wives 
their jewels to the government. "Ano kayo, 
musiwerte?" snorted a businessman. "Donate, 
what for? So they can steal it?" 

Really ridiculous. Why doesn't the Speaker 
simply give up his discretionary fund? That's 
P1 billion saved right there. 

A couple of very rich businessmen have 
readily expressed willingness to donate P1 mil- 
lion each to the government. That's because 
thatis cheaper for them than to pay the correct 
taxes. They hope that by doing that, they will 
prevent Congress from removing the 30 per- 
cent cap on income tax rates. The original cap 
was 70 percent, but because of the lobbying of 
the mega-rich, Congress lowered it to 30 per- 
cent. Even if a person is earning billions every 
year, he pays only a maximum 30 percent, the 
Same as the members of the middle class. 

Besides, those P1 million donations are tax 
deductible anyway. So the rich don't really give 
up anything. 

My own suggestion is for the rich to hold on 
to their donations but for Congress to restore 
the maximum income tax rate to the original 
70 percent. 

While most of the congressmen cling to 
their pork barrel, all of them agreed to cut 
their pork by 38 percent. Big deal! They 
don’t deserve even a peso of the pork. All of 
it should be abolished. It not only wastes 
taxpayers money, it is the biggest form of 
corruption.

WHEN I meet with law professors in universities 
abroad, there are things uniquely Filipino that 
they find so fascinating. First is that Filipino 
lawyers are addressed as “attorney” (spelled At- 
у^), whereas in their countries lawyers use plain 
Mc or Ms. Second is that the mass of Filipino law 
professors actively engage in law practice, and 
indeed prefer "Апу" to фе elevated ttle of pro- 
fessor, whereas abroad the most learned jurists 
pride themselves in being academics. Third is 
that for the Filipino nation, the ultimate test of 
legal genius is the bar examination. 

Foreign jurists listen curiously ‘when 1 tell 
them that former President Ferdinand Marcos 
holds one of the all-time highest bar exam 
grades; that his predecessor in Malacafiang, 
Diosdado Macapagal of UST, was a “Баг top- 
notcher” like him; that ОР first law class vale- 
dictorian Manuel Acuña Roxas went on to top 
the bar exams and became the first president of 
our new Republic; that today our nation finds 
its conscience in the bar topnotcher of 1944, 
former Senate President Jovito R- Salonga. 

Та contrast, 1 recall the levity of a New York 
tabloid report when John Kennedy Jr. failed his 
first attempt at the New York bar exams. Из head- 
line: "The Hunk Flunks.” His response: "Its no 
big deal really" (And, indeed, it is in that positive 
spirit that I recount this otherwise cruel headline. 
that, in Manila, would have been cause enough 
for suicide or Mafia-style vendetta.) 

‘Two days from now, 5,421 law graduates 
from all over the Philippines will troop to the 
De La Salle campus on Taft Avenue to take the 
bar examinations, of whom only the top 20 
percent are expected to become lawyers. 

Some candidates have been known to take 
the exams repeatedly, the record being the can- 
didate who has taken it 25 times. When 1 
served as bar examiner in Political Law and 
Public International Law 12 years ago, there 
was one examinee who wrote a plea on the last 
page of his bluebook: “Dear Examiner, please 
pass me. This is my nth attempt to become a 
lawyer, and ай want is when I die, the title At- 
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lightfinger-and-mouth disease) A similar 
television poll also showed the same senti- 
mentof the people. 

A small group of congressmen proposed 
giving up one month's salary instead of re- 
ducing their pork. Big deal again! A con- 
gressman's monthly salary is only РЗ5,000 
but his allowances are many times that and 
his pork barrel is P65 million! A committee 
chair's allowance alone is from P100,000 to 
P200,000 each, although none of them will 
admit it. That is why the legislators are 
fighting over the committee chairmanships. 

In spite of the huge incomes that legislators 
rake in, they pay only peanuts in income tax- 
es. (Some journalists pay more than them.) 
While legislators and Cabinet members list 
huge assets in their statements of assets and 
liabilities, competing with one another as to 
who is the richest, they pay very little in in- 
come taxes. So it would be very enlightening 
to publish beside their statements of assets 
and liabilities the income tax returns of the 
members of Congress and the Cabinet. 

The Catholic Bishops’ Conference of the 
Philippines has urged the priests to donate 
cash to the government. Why don’t the schools 
тип by religious organizations just pay taxes 
instead? Although these schools like Ateneo 
and La Salle are earning billions of pesos, they 
don't pay a single peso in income taxes. They 
hide behind the “separation of Church and 
State” provision of the Constitution. But the 
Constitution never said they are tax exempt. 

"What the Constitution means by "separation 
of Church and State" is that the Church, be- 
capse of the meddling of the friars in the affairs

The obsession with the bar exams is so intense. 
that it has led to organized attempts at cheating, 
the most recent being the massive leakage last 
year of almost the entire examination in Com- 
mercial Law, which was downloaded from the 
bar examiner's office computer by a junior 
lawyer, an FEU law alumnus who no sooner 
shared it with his fraternity brothers, including 
those in MLQU. The Supreme Court disbarred 
him and nullified that exam. The Court has also 
dealt harshly with the 2001 failure of the bar ex- 
am committee chair to disclose that a nephew 
was taking the exam (which led to sanctions 
against the chair) and the 1982 premature de- 
coding of the grades of a Supreme Court justice's 
son (which led to the resignation of all the jus- 
tices, and the non-renewal of the appointment of 
the two justices who had been implicated). 

“That is why the entire bar examination sys- 
tem is anchored on secrecy. The Supreme 
‘Court designates one of its own to chair the bar 
exam committee, who then chooses an exam- 
iner for cach of the eight subjects of the exam, 
The examiner drafts the questions and grades 
the answers. He is asked to adopt an alias 
known only to the chair, and to tell no one that 
he isan examiner. His identity is disclosed only 
after the results are published. The next year, 
an altogether new chair and committee of ex- 
aminers take over. 

“This system has been in place for more than 
а century, with periodic fine-tuning here and 
there. But are the bar exams a reliable test of 
competence in law? Justice Irene Cortes had 
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за, not any tax exemption. But our experienco 
shows that members of the clergy keep interfer- 
ing anyway, so that gives the State justification 
to pay the Church back in kind by taxing it. 

Every week, religious organizations like El 
Shaddai and Jesus is Lord collect millions of 
pesos from their gullible followers whom they 
have made to believe that the path to Heaven is 

егей with donations to their high priests. All 
those millions are tax-free. Where is the prihci 
ple that those who have more money should 
pay more taxes? 

Besides, if the Church should be given any 
tax exemption, it should be for the operation of 
the churches themselves. Universities are busi 
ness enterprises and should be treated as such. 
Many of the secular priests, especially those in 
the rural areas, survive on the contributions of 
their parishioners. But the foreign-born priests 
of the religious orders running the universities 
live like kings but don't pay any taxes at all. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo has ordered 
austerity measures for the government, 
such as no overtime, no seminars, no pur- 
chase of new vehicles, etc, etc. These are all 
for show and affect mostly the rank and file, 
not the high-salaried and high-allowanced 
officials. To show sincerity, why doesn't she 
give up her P1 billion discretionary al- 
lowance? Anyway, Pagcor gives to her social 
fund millions of pesos every month, which 
is not included in the budget. 

All the Cabinet members have huge intel- 
ligence funds that are not audited by the 
Commission on Audit. There are so many 
other allowances that, put together, add up 
to billions of pesos. If the President will just 
deduct from her proposed budget 20 per- 
cent of all allowances across the board, she 
probably won't have any deficit. 

And why is it necessary for members of 
Congress to agree to give up their pork? If 
the President will not include any Priority 
Development-Assistance Fund in the bud- 
get, there would be no pork and the con 
gressmen cannot do anything about it. They 
cannot add it. They can only reduce the pro- 
posed budget but cannot increase it.

Jong lamented that bar exam questions tended 
toward rote memory and the mechanical ар 
plication of rules in what American law schools 
call “short-answer questions.” The questions 
sometimes focus unduly on just a few aspects 
of a subject, and are not evenly distributed to 
testthe candidate's mastery of that field of law. 
The level of difficulty fluctuates and so does 
the strictness in grading, which can be so sub- 
jective and inconsistent. 

“The bench and academia have issued endless 
admonitions to reform the substance of the ex- 
‘ams, but itwas only recently that the focus: 
ей to the true culprit: the sociology of how t 
bar exams are made and how the answers are 
weighed. Given that the bar exams are made 
and marked by the solitary, ad hoc examiner, 
there is no mechanism for building upon past 
lessons and experiences, for improving the way 
test problems are designed and exam booklets 
are checked—a surefire way to be unscientific. 

"The Court has now adopted radical reform 
proposals based on a paper by recently retired! 
Justice Vicente V. Mendoza. In order to im- 
prove the quality of the questions, we must 
overhaul the way the exams are organized 
The Court plans within two to five years to do 
away with this ad hoc system by appointing a 
tenured Board of Examiners, so that the bar 
questions are not done by one examiner work- 
ing in secrecy and isolation, and panels of 
“readers” who will grade the answers and who 
will design a “calibration method” to ensure 
that grading standards are uniformly applied. 

These reforms, adopted only on July 15, 
2004, will not yet be in place for the bar candi- 
dates this Sunday. It falls upon the present 
chair, Justice Leonardo A. Quisumbing, and his 
team of examiners to pick the fittest and to 
choose fairly and well. To our gladiators at the 
Taft Avenue collosseo, remember the call: 
“Strength and honor. Ar the signal, unleash 
hell. What we do in life echoes in eterniry.”

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Fallacies of quick-fix solutions to ‘crisis’ 


IN THEIR paper, "The Deepening Crisis: the Real 
Score on Deficits and the Public Debt,” the 11 UP 
School of Economics academics warn that the

curb the widening public sector deficit and debt. 

77 * The paper was not just a "wake-up call" as some 

2 would lightly dismiss it. It was intended to shock 
2 the political leadership—notably the executive and 
the legislature—into action and make the public 
and the business community aware that the "loom- 
‚ ing threat represented Бу an uncontrolled public 
+ debt is indeed the biggest economic challenge the 
5% tountry will have to confront immediately" 

‘The economists were impelled to issue the ра- 
per after public debate over the deficit had given 
them “ample reason to doubt” whether the politi- 
cal elite and the public truly understood the mes- 
sage of President Macapagal-Arroyo in her State 
of the Nation Address that the deficit was “our 
most urgent problem.” The UP economists said 
that “the quality of public debate on the issue stirs 
grave doubts whether the scale and conse- 
quences of ‘our most urgent problem’ are indeed 
being fully appreciated.” 2 

‘Their doubts were, indeed, confirmed quickly 
bythe quality of debate that followed the publica- 
tion of the paper. From the immediate reactions, 
the paper did not achieve the shock effect that 
was intended.

"worst fears. The purpose of this comment is to 
call attention to the fact that the political elite has

Where did the debate go after the publication of 
the paper? The first area in which it bogged down 
was the issue of whether we are in the midst of a 
"fiscal crisis" or a “full-blown economic crisis"—or 
whether we are not yet there or already there.

The text of the economists’ paper conveys the 
severity of the debt and deficit issue and what the 
economic and political ramifications are. It does 
not only trace the roots of the problem but also 
putts forwards concrete proposals that the govern- 
ment can take to avert an Argentina-type econom- 
ic disaster. The following definition by the paper 
captures the essence and the urgency of the prob- 
lem and does not need further resort to hair-split- 
ting semantics: “While the economy is not yet on 
the brink at this time, it can probably afford at 
most three years to avert such a crisis—with pos- 
sibly a year at most to convince financial markets 
it is doing something to reverse the situation.” 
This assessment emphasizes immediate action 
based on a package of recommended actions. 

The immediate response from the political 
elite involves two themes: the first is that the po- 
litical sector has channeled the issue to a diver- 
sionary exercise: declaring austerity in govern- 
ment or cost cutting; the second theme is where 
the cost cutting should be made—the congres- 
sional pork barrel or the executive's discretionary 
funds. The question here is who takes the pain of 


cost cutting. The emergence of these issues 
amounts to dodging the problem and finger- 
pointing, precisely a situation that the academics 
said should not happen. 

‘The issues between the executive and the leg- 
islative departments boil down to two things: 
first, whether the President should be granted 
emergency powers to implement extraordinary 
measures aimed at curbing the deficit and public 
debt; second, the urgent need to pass new tax 
measures to enhance revenue. The second issue 
has come down to a flea market transaction in 
which, it is proposed, that members of Congress 
either give up their pork barrel allocation com- 
pletely or merely half of it. It has also become a 
matter of swapping new taxes for pork barrel. In 
regard to emergency powers, the martial law syn- 
drome has intruded. Some senators, sensitive to 
martial law memories, have warned that emer- 
gency powers are likely to be abused. 

‘The paper says it is important to dispose of 
"schemes that tend merely to raise unrealistic 
hopes and distraction from serious solutions.” 

‘One such scheme is the idea that "the economy 
= "grow itself out of a crisis-traje 

ile keeping inflation and currency depreciation. 
at levels no worse than today’s.” This solution "is no 
more than whistling in the dark,” the paper says. 

The paper shoots down the quick-fix idea that 
the government should simply “live within its 
means” by cutting down waste. It notes a propos- 
al to limit the increase in the government budget 
to no more than 5 percent a year in absolute 
terms. It points out that the apparent rationality 
of this idea evaporates once it is realized that in- 
flation hovers at 4 to 5 percent per annum, which 
means spending would be frozen in real terms. 


The paper blasts the “fallacy” dearly held by . 


members of Congress that “no new taxes are 
needed” and “all that is required is sound en- 
forcement and tax administration” and if you “get 
rid of corruption, you get rid of the deficit prob- 
lem."

“CERTAINLY, the potential of expanding the 
cutbacks and of maintaining a policy hostile to 
women is there,” in the event of a Bush reelec- 
tion, Frances Kisling of Catholics for a Free 
Choice and one of the organizers of the 
Roundtable acknowledged. 

Steve Sinding, director general of the Inter- 
national Planned Parenthood Federation, one 
of the organizers of this global NGO meet, ad- 
mitted that IPPF lost approximately 20 per- 
cent of its funding as a consequence of the 
‘Global Gag Rule." The ІРР is composed of 
family planning associations and clinics 
around the world, including the Philippines. 

"Some of our affiliates were forced to 
close down clinics," Sinding said, noting 
that the resulting reduction in services led to 
“thousands, И not hundreds of thousands of 
unintended pregnancies, many of which re- 
sulted in unsafe abortions.” Indeed, said 
Sinding, the biggest impact of the loss of 
funding to service providers worldwide has 

dramatic increase in the number of 
abortions.” 
BUT turning off the source of funding was not the 
only means by which the Bush administration 
sought to tum back the progress made since Cairo. 

From the very first regional reviews of how 
governments have implemented the ICPD Pro- 
gram of Action, the United States has fielded del- 
egations that aggressively pursued their agenda 
of getting the rest of the world to “repudiate” key 
portions of the Cairo document. Their brash ne- 
gotiating tactics were accompanied by threats of 
aid funding cutbacks and even of “reporting” re- 


calcitrant delegations to their local American am- 
bassador. 

The good news is that in each and every re- 
gional assessment meeting, the United States 
‘ended up isolated as the majority of the world's 
governments, some of which had even abstained 
from signing the final Cairo agreement, stood 
firmly by the consensus reached in 1994 and re- 
fused to turn back the hands of time. 

Still, so powerful and influential is the United 

States and its allies, like the Vatican, that they 
have prevented the United Nations from holding 
a formal global review of the past 10 years since 
the ICPD. Instead, there will only be a ceremonial 
observance of the ICPD 10th anniversary during 
the UN General Session a few months hence. This 
for fear that by convening an international con- 
ference, the UN would be opening the doors to a 
“Trojan horse” delegation insisting on revisiting 
and repudiating the Cairo consensus. 
AND so, despite the fact that the cheering audi- 
ences in Madison Square Garden largely ig- 
nored the events in London, this Roundtable has 
become the only truly global event celebrating 
and assessing the past decade since the ICPD. 

“The world has changed dramatically since 
1994," Kissling said in a press conference a day 
before the Roundtable's opening. Among the 
changes that have taken place: the rise of con- 
servatism and the growing power of conserva- 
tive and fundamentalist forces, continued 
armed conflicts and wars, the further spread of 
the HIV/AIDS pandemic, new communication 
technologies that have speeded up the exchange 
of information, and new reproductive health 
technologies, including the bio-tech revolution.

A glimpse of mid-19th century economic life 


WHEN curious people ask why 1 went into history 
as a profession, I usually reply that I am bad with 
numbers. Apparently 1 use the side of the brain 
that has something to do with texts and pictures. 
In college, I chose a course that required the 
fewest math and science subjects. Perhaps this at- 
titude was a reflection of my aptitude, my prefer- 
ences, or the way I was taught in grade school 
and high school, though we will never know. 

But then even as a historian, one cannot escape 
math and numbers because current bad news is 
filled with terms like “fiscal crisis,” "budget 
deficit,"“GDB” “GNP” and many others that make 

h I paid more attention to the college eco- 
nomics course that included the compulsory 
items on land reform and taxation. Maybe itis the 
present economic problem that prodded me to 
read the stale economic data gathered by Pierre 
Joseph Lannoy, the Belgian consul in Manila from 
1837-1848, who published “Les isles Philippines 
de leur situation ancienne et actualle” (The 
Philippine Islands: Of their condition in ancient 

* times and the present) in Brussels їл 1849. 

While our relations with Belgium do not make 

news these days, there is enough in our history to 
+ make us take a second look. Some Filipinos stud- 
ded in Belgium in the late 19th century, including 
some famous names in the Philippine Revolution. 
and the Filipino-American War like Jose Alejan- 
drino and Edilberto Evangelista. "E! Filibusteris- 
mo" was published in Ghent when Jose Rizal 
lived in Belgium. Going much further, when 
‚ Rosario Manalo was Philippine ambassador to 
Benelux (the countries of Belgium, the Nether- 
" lands and Luxemburg), she wanted me to do re- 
Search on the Belgian moneylenders who fi- 
nanced Magellan's expedition to the Philippines 
| in 1521, Then, of course, there is the little-known 
story of Leopold King of Belgium who at one 
point contemplated acquiring the Philippines as a 
colony, but ended up with the Belgian Congo in- 
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stead. When a 

to do some primary source research in the li- 
braries and archives in Brussels, he will surely 
find more about Philippine-Belgian rel 

To serve as a guide for travelers and investors 
from Europe, Lannoy listed down ай the prod- 
ucts and industries available in the Philippines 
as well as information on customs, taxation and 
the political situation. He also listed some of 
the articles imported by the Phi les from 
Belgium as follows: 

"White and unbleached cotton; Spun cotton; 
Printed cotton and kerchiefs, cloth with large and 
small checks, spring fabrics, cotton fabrics; Linen 
cloth in small quantities; Light fabrics; woolen 
clothes such as prunellas, etc; Carriage trim- 
mings; Waxed cloth; Tanned leather; Axles; Hard- 
ware; Haberdashery; Plate-glass; Cutlery; Nails; 
Crystal glassware; Window glass and hollow glass- 
ware; Crockery; Tulle or net; Gold and silver 
thread; Stationery; Brushware; Sailcloth; Cotton. 
umbrellas; Copper sheets and nails; Oil colors; 
Butter; iron; Steel; Cotton velvet; Hats; and Rugs." 

From these imports, one can also tell what kind 
of people lived in Manila in the 19th century, their 
needs and their wants. In a sense, they had come a. 
long way since the Chinese brought silk, porce- 
lain, iron and umbrellas in pre-colonial times. 

‘The Philippines and the Filipinos had also de- 

` veloped more appetite for imported goods since 
Magellan brought gifts of brightly colored cloth, 
linde bells, mirrors and other trinkets. Iis also sig- 


nificant to note what items were exempted from 
customs tariffs and what was prohibited. Only the 
following items were banned from entering 
Philippine ports: pocket pistols, Spanish books 
printed outside the peninsula, and “gunpowder, 
Tum and агас, crude and manufactured tobacco, 
opium, and finally all agricultural and industrial 
products similar to those of the country.” 

With regard to books, other 19th-century trav- 
«ег noted that customs officers were particular- 
ly keen on the import ban on Bibles. Filipinos 
were not allowed to read Bibles by themselves as 
the Church was worried about a literal or worse, 
an interpretation of Scriptures that run counter to 
that taught by the friars. . 

‘This explains why Rizal bought a Bible when he 
went abroad to study. Some people misinterpret 
this as faith or devotion on his part, when it was 
simply intellectual curiosity. Filipinos were not al- 
lowed to own or read Bibles on their own in the 
Spanish period. Bookstores today have lots of Bibles 
in stock that come in ай shapes, colors and sizes. 

Exempt from customs duties were the follow- 
ing: alembics, pumps and machines; horses, 
goats and pigs; dye stuffs (except cochineal); 
flower and herb seeds; drawing paper; wood for 
shipbuilding called tec [teak?]; silver and gold 
minted and in bars; cotton thread for weaving, 
red, yellow, pink and green colors. 

‘One wonders at the rationale for the above ex- 
emptions. Gold and silver came in tax free? Why 
were certain animals exempt from tariff? Does 
this mean that you had to pay taxes if you brought 
in cows, fowl or dogs? Why were customs duties 
waived on certain colors of cotton thread but not 
others? Їаппоуз now stale data provide a 
glimpse of economic life in the mid-19th century 
but more importantly, gives us perspective and 
and an appreciation for life in the 21st century.

"HELLO, may I speak to Mr. Arroyo please?" 

Silence. 

“Hello? Hello?" You're wondering what's happened and 
might even put down the phone, thinking you've been dis- 
connected. If you're patient enough though, you'll eventual- 
ly hear sounds in the background and Mr. Arroyo's footsteps 
as he approaches the phone and finally answers. 

What I just de- 
scribed actually hap- 
pens all the time in 
the Philippines. In 
Tagalog, we describe 
the silence as “ni ho 
ni ha." neither a “но” 
nora “ha” as ће per- 
son who answered 
the phone goes off to 
get the person you're looking for, with 
please" or the (incorrect) “For a while s 

Until recently, Pd get quite upset whenever I got that 
"silent treatment," seeing it as rudeness on the part of the 
person who answered. The final straw came when I got that 
treatment from operators at a five-star hotel in Manila. I 
complained to management. They were shocked this was 
happening and ordered a retraining of their operators, 

Yer, it took my Canadian brother-in-law, who was the per- 
son I was trying to contact at the hotel, to “defend” the oper- 
ators. He said he'd seen the same behavior among the Inuit 
(Eskimos) in Canada. An Inuit food server, for example, will 
take your order and then just walk away in silence, coming 
back after some time with the food. That behavior might 
again be interpreted as rude, or leave you wondering if you 
did something wrong and had offended the waiter. 

Sounds of silence 

There are vast differences in etiquette across cultures, in- 
cluding the way we express politeness in language. These 
differences can create problems, especially as we become 
more globalized and have to deal directly with people of dif- 
ferent cultures. Imagine a large firm in Europe calling your 
office and getting the silent treatment from your operators; 
you could actually lose business because the callers—West- 
‘emers or Filipinos like myself—might interpret the opera- 
tors "ni ho ni ha" as a lack, not just of etiquette, but of profes- 
sionalism on the part of the entire company. 

Silence has different meanings in different cultures. Fil- 
ipinos lapse into silence when we're ina tense or uncertain sit 
uation, When there are conflicts in the office for example, the 
Western response is to call for a “dialogue,” which can turn out. 
to be a fiery match, with protagonists shouting at each other 
and then shaking hands at the end. In a Filipino setting, bring- 
ing protagonists together will only mean cold stony silence. A 
good manager has to understand the silence does not mean an 
inability to dialogue but is actually an act of politeness. The si- 
lence means both sides are too hurt, too angry, to communi- 
cate and they know this. They are unwilling to start a conver- 
sation that will only end up in “kabastusan,” being rude to 
each other. The silence is a polite way of asking for more time. 

їл other instances, the silence may mean "Let's not discuss 
this anymore. Let's not have a Tupperware party.” Tupper- 
ware? That's slang for saying “The other side is totally insin- 
cere so let's not try to be plastic, like Tupperware.” Thats а 
form of etiquette, too, not wanting to waste the precious 
time of the office. 

Women are particularly effective with this silence, know- 
ing that sometimes that silence can be a sign of strength, es- 
pecially when jousting with men. On the surface, the silence. 
may seem like acquiescence, but eventually the male realizes 
he has lost the battle, that the woman's silence means, “I will 
not stoop to your level and get insulted by more of your lies. I 
forgive you, but I will never, never forget.” 

Melodrama as etiquette 

Paradoxically, we also swing to the other extreme of say- 
ing too much when we try to be polite. It was UP Prof. Jeena 
Rani Marquez who first alerted me to this phenomenon in a 
paper she presented in a conference two or three years ago. 
She introduced her paper by reading a letter from a student. 
‘who wanted to return to the university after having taken a 
leave of absence for three semesters. 

‘The letter had 154 words, with the student going into a 
Jong explanation of her leave, how she got pregnant, how she 
had a “wonderful baby boy" how she thought of returning to 
school but how financial difficulties prevented her from do- 
ing so and how they couldn't afford to get a yaya (nanny) for 
herson and nephew ("both are babies,” she qualifies). 

Marquez's point was that the long narrative was unneces- 
sary and could have even become counter-productive, with a 
university official negatively reacting to all the melodrama. 
Оп the other hand, the letter is “correct” in terms of Filipino 
etiquette because it invokes our value of pakiramdam, "feel- 
ing the other person's feelings." To get to the point, seen as a 
virtue in the West, may seem rude so we tend to bring in 
some kind of introduction to conversations, letters, even са- 
sual encounters, That includes the rude (by Western stan- 
dards), “Шу, you've put on weight” to people already in de- 
spair with their being overweight and "Uy, you're losing so 
much weight” to people already feeling emaciated. 

Returning to the student, note that if her letter had been in 
Filipino, it would probably have elicited less negative reac- 
tions. The use of English sets the tone for the exchange: 
when we speak or write in English, we're expected to take on 
“American” or “Western” values, including being direct, with 
verbosity then becoming an affront (“What а waste of my 
time” or “Who's she trying to fool?” 
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a ‘Just a minute 


Still another paradox: the student's letter might actually 
have been shorter if she had written it in Filipino. Marquez 
points out that Filipinos sometimes become more verbose 
when making a request їп English because we suddenly find 
ourselves at a loss when we cannot use "po" from Tagalog 
and some Philippine languages. 

“Po” is a powerful magical word that dispenses with the 
need to go into lengthy introductions. "Pahingi" (Give me) 
sounds almost aggressive but “pahingi po" is polite, even en- 
dearing. Yet "po" defies translation, which explains another 
dilemma in our now bilingual society: when we write in En- 
glish, the absence of a "po" makes the letter-writing difficult. 
Note the difference between, "I would like to return to study 
this semester,” which can sound almost demanding and 
which would therefore have required long rationalizations, 
and “Маі ko pong bumalik sa pag-aaral ngayong semester.” 

Different languages employ different "devices" for etiquette. 
Besides the "po" in Tagalog we have “paki-”, somewhat like the 
English “please.” Cebuano does not have "po," which can create 
problems when a Cebuano talks with Tagalogs. The Cebuanos 
до have "palihug," similar to the English “please” and Tagalog 
“ра” but also incorporating а sense of “only if you want to." 

Learning to "switch" around the codes of etiquette in dif- 
ferent languages can be daunting, but it is essential, palihug 
lang po please, we pick up this skill if we are to survive in our 
multicultural age.

POLITICIANS are crazy for pork. They cheat in °

CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—Two more people drowned in Pampan- 
ga as draining floodwaters rose and continued to spill unto the 
province's coastal villages. 

The Provincial Disaster Coordinating Council identified the latest 
fatalities on Wednesday as Erwin Малаш, 35, of Paralaya in Canda- 
ba town and Hazel Fajardo, 10, of Sta. Lucia Anac in Masantol. 

These brought to six the death toll from flood-related incidents in 
Pampanga since typhoons Marce and Chaba raged last week. 

‘Aweek after the height of the disaster, at least 176 of Pampanga's 
507 villages were still under two to eight feet of water, the PDCC 
said. 

These were villages in the towns of Macabebe, Masantol, Mi- 
malin, Arayat, Sasmuan, Apalit, Sta. Rita, Guagua, Sto. Tomas, 
Sta. Ana, Candaba, San Luis and San Simon and the City of San 
Fernando. 

‘The number of flood-affected residents increased to 681,820 
even as Pampanga enjoyed largely fair weather since Sunday. 


Gov. Mark Lapid said the damages to crops have reached Р110.6 
million; fisheries, P20.4 million, and infrastructures, P8 million. 

As of 2 p.m. on Thursday, public works officials were confirming 
reports that a section of the Arayat-Apalit levee, a secondary dike to 
the Arnedo Dike, had burst. 


Classes suspended 

In Bulacan, classes in elementary and high school in Calumpit 
town remained suspended for over a week due to floodwaters. 
Some schools in the town were used as evacuation centers, accord- 
ing to Mayor James de Jesus.

DPWH chief orders 
strict vehicle rules 


BE STRICT in the allocation of 
vehicles to support the Presi- 
dent’ call for government offi- 
cials and agencies to observe 
cost-cutting measures.

swallows 
2 bulldozers 


BAGUIO CITY—The torrential 
rains triggered by two typhoons 
last week softened Baguio's only 
landfill to virtual pulp and buried 
two of the city’s waste manage- 
ment equipment. А 

Romeo Concio, Ваш chief of 
the Office of General Services 
(OGS), said the unusual рһе- 
nomenon prevented Baguio’s 90 
garbage men from collecting trash 
for almost a week during the rains. 

He said runoff water from the 
sustained rains formed a small 
lake at the heart of the dump. 
Two bulldozers stationed there 
sank all the way down the soft- 
ened garbage bowl. 

“Only the roof of the bulldoz- 
ers were visible. We managed to 
pull out one bulldozer last week- 
end, but the other bulldozer is 
still buried,” he said. 

“This is the first time our 
equipment was swallowed by 
garbage in my 10 years of work- 
ing here," he added. 

Rains were also blamed forasink- 
hole that opened up on Friday at a 
section of Burnham Park, where the 
bust of Daniel Bumham stands. 

The park and lake were named 
after Burnham, the American ar- 
chitect who designed Baguio City 
at the turn of the 20th century.

“Changing the rules in the midstream 
is definitely not acceptable to investors.

‘The investors are protesting the BIR's 
declaration of the impending issuance 
of revenue regulations which would 
amend Revenue Regulations (RR) 1-95 
governing the implementation of tax in- 
‘centives given to Subic locators.

Disappearing traces 

Government agencies mandated to issue 
añcestral land titles have resisted processing 
these titles for Baguio because of the disap- 
pearing anthropological traces of Ibaloi set- 
tlements at Baguio's very center. 

The 1997 Indigenous Peoples Rights Act 
(рга) requires sociological and historical 
proof that an Ibaloi clan had physical control 
over an ancestral land before it can be titled 
tothe family. 

There are no accounts explaining why 
Ibaloi settlements disappeared between 1903 
and 1909, when the US plowed money into 
heavy construction in order to execute the 
“Burnham Plan,” the grand Chicago-based 
design for the city by architect Daniel Burn- 
ham, the Opapp study said. 

Burnham proposed carving out a gar- 
den-like township called Baguio from the for- 
mer rancherias of Kapaoay (Kafagway), Ito- 
gon and the La Trinidad pueblo in 1906. 

The study obtained several chronicles that 
place the number of Ibaloi residents at 811 
‘when Baguio was being built, but there were 
no records explaining where they went before 
the city was officially chartered in 1909, 
Tarantes said. 

Early government investigations of ancestral 
‘ee claims in Baguio used this mystery as proof 
‘that indigenous claims in the city were wrong. 


Carantes said this is ironic because

This is significant because the Philippines 
had become the focal point of a civil rights de- 
bate since 1902. 

Mark Twain, the most n author of 
the time, led an “antiracist, anti-imperialist and 
revolutionary" crusade, called the Anti-Imperi- 
alist League, that opposed the US annexation of.

Given this political backdrop, the Opapp study 
noted that the US used “deceit” to relocate the 
Ibalois to avoid further political conflict. 

“America’s solution was a series of land reg- 
istration laws that ignored the Ibaloi land 
ownership culture,” Carantes said.

‘The colonial government issued Commis- 
sion Act 496 of 1902 that compelled Ibalois to 
register their lands, the Opapp study said. The 
following year, 1903, the colonial govern- 
ment issued Act 627, which gave settlers a 
time frame to prove their proprietary rights 
within military reservations like Camp John 
Hay before itis converted into public domain. 

Between 1909 and 1924, the government 
also issued sanitation laws that forbade resi- 
dents from keeping livestock like cattle or 
pigs at the center of town. 

The Public Land Act (Act 926) soon fol- 
lowed, requiring Ibalois to patent their lands. 

Carantes said the laws confused Ibalois, 
whose land designations were defined by the 
community. 

“To the natives, the lands remained where 
they were. The Americans did not fence (John 
Hay) nor did they drive them away from their 
houses. Their existence, their farms and pas- 
ture lands were tolerated,” the study noted. 

Whether intentional or not, the US laws 
served to persuade Ibaloi ranchers to leave 
the township. 
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RP, China to explore 
defense cooperation

BEIJING (via PLDT)—The Philip- 
pines and China agreed "in prin- 
ciple” yesterday to hold high-lev- 
el talks on possible defense coop- 
eration to ensure security in Asia, 
atop official accompanying Presi- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo on her 
China visit said. 

"This is the beginning of a ne 
era in defense cooperation, 
Communications Director Sil 
vestre Afable Jr. said in a briefing 
after the meeting between Ms Ar-

"This will involve high-level 
exchanges of visitations of de- 
fense officials here.

cises between the two countries. 

‘After meeting with Jiang, Ms 
Arroyo directed Defense Secre- 
tary Avelino Cruz “to begin high- 
level talks” with Chinese officials 
оп defense cooperation, Afable 
said. 

"She was assured by Chairman 
Jiang that he will receive Secre- 
tary Cruz," he added. 

Afable said he expected the 
talks to begin soon, noting that 
China had shown "great interest" 
in pursuing the matter.

Ma. Jesusa Palad, mother of 
two and owner of Gugu’s Cater- 
ing, said small caterers like her 
had been having trouble coping 
with the, rising cost of cooking 
gas, especially as this accounted 
for 15 percent of her operational 
expenses, 

“Ies like I'm under water and J 
can hardly breathe. Ihave to push 
harder to take some air in before 
plunging back,” she relates. “The 
increasing prices are like that. As 
а businesswoman, 1 always have 


to push harder, struggle to stay 
afloat.” 

Even with the rising cost of 
LPG, Palad said she struggles to 
stay in business because of her 
employees—the waiters who 
have families of their own to 
feed—as well as her loyal cus- 
tomers. 

If she closes shop, her employ- 
ees would surely suffer, she said. 
When times get better in the fu- 
ture and she decides to go back to 
business, she will have lost her 
loyal clientele. 

Despite the high operational 
costs, she says she has managed 
to keep her prices steady. 

However, some cost-cutting 
measures are currently being im- 
plemented to ensure that her 
business does not fold up. 

For parties and functions of 
her more frequent clients and 
close friends, she relates that 
she cuts down the number of 
waiters from five to three to 
save on wages. 

This way, she is able to main- 
tain her prices while managing to 
stay afloat. But she admits that 
this cannot go on forever, espe- 
cially for small businesses like 
hers. 

“We'll die. Bigger caterers can 
bring down their prices to match 
ours. Where are we going? 
There's so little business and too 
many business people. We hardly 
earn anything at all" she said. 

While many are reeling from 
the rising cost of cooking gas, 
store owner and father of three 
Allan Daquiz has remained quite 
calm.

You did this to your- 
self” retorted a doctor who kept on insisting 
that she had had an abortion. 

Four days later, feeling strong enough to 
walk, she fled the hospital without paying the 
bill of P1,700. 

“That's just payback,” Ellen, now 26, told the 
Inquirer in an interview last month at her moth- 
er's shack in a Pasay City slum. It had been two 
years after her harrowing experience. 

Ellen said the abortion was not intentional, 
but she intimated that she was not too happy 
with her husband—the father of two of her 
three daughters—when she had the baby. 

She said she had ignored the bleeding at 
first because it was slight, like menstruation. 
Several times, she said, she took Hemostan 
500, tablets used to stem hemorrhage. 

But on that fateful night, she became 
scared and decided that she had to go to a 
hospital. 

Recently, one of Ellen's neighbors—a mar- 
ried woman who worked as a sales 
clerk—had a spontaneous abortion and lost 
her first baby.

er of two, had a spontaneous abortion in March. 

She fainted and crumpled to the ground 
when toughies ganged up on her husband, a 
garbage truck driver. She was then two months 
pregnant with a baby they had both wanted. 

Myra, 23, went to a nearby hospital, the 
same one that Ellen had first gone to, 

‘She asked a doctor to give her something to 
save her baby, but the latter, woman, told 
her after an internal examination that it was 
too late, the baby was “already crushed.” 

She was told that she had to produce 
P5,000 for a D&C. She had only P1,000. 

Shouting, the doctor accused Myra of 
aborting her pregnancy. When she began to 
explain what had happened, the doctor 
brushed her off. 

“She was shouting at me in English. She 
said I could not even answer a very simple 
question,” Myra recounted to the INQUIRER in 
an interview, also last month, at the Apelo 
Women's Health Association clinic in Pasay. 

Convinced that she would get the same 
treatment in other public hospitals, Myra 
wenthome. 

She now had to get rid of the dead ferus in 
her womb. She was forced to do what a woman 
who wanted to induce an abortion would do. 


Even ‘sioktong’ 

Myra went го а hilot (midwife) who knead- 
ed her belly thrice daily for three days, at 
Р200а day. 

Later, a close friend who also had a sponta- 
neous abortion referred her to a manggag- 
amot (traditional healer) in Calamba, Lagu- 
та. She was told to drink two concoctions: 
опе of boiled ampalaya (bitter melon) leaves 
and the other of makabuhay roots. 

She tried to religiously drink the prescribed. 
concoctions, but she had to give up because 
they were too bitter to the taste. 

Myra turned to sioktong (a local wine usu- 
ally taken to relieve menstrual pain), which 
she bought at P21 a bottle in a nearby grocery. 
She used a soft drink as a chaser. 

“By noon, I would be drunk,” she recalled. 

Myra then took Cytotec, an antiulcer pill 
used by Filipino women to induce abortion. 
She took four of the pills that a neighbor of- 
fered to her at P100 each. 

‘She did not ask where her neighbor got the 
pills, which have been banned by the Depart- 
ment of Health. 

The neighbor said there were genuine and 
fake Cytotec pills in the market, but assured her 
that the ones she had bought were authentic. 


In pain. 

By then Myra was in great pain. Most of the 
time she lay motionless in bed. 

"My belly was so painful," she said. "I was 
throbbing. I was crying. My whole body was 
shaking with fear. I kept praying that my baby 
would cooperate because 1 had no money for 


Inat least one case, she said, 
the hospital branded the pa- 
tient by putting a tag—"in- 
duced abortion"—on her bed, 
Capuchino said. 

Dr Cynthia Garcia, who 
once worked with the non- 
government organization En- 
genderHealth, said it was not 
unusual for doctors, nurses ог 
midwives to curse post-abor- 
tion women in front of other 
patients.

But only after she was told: 
“Don't you know that at this 
moment your soul is burning 
in hell?" 

Melgar said some health 
care workers defended their 
conduct thus: to teach the 
women a lesson so they won't 
induce an abortion again. 

She quoted some doctors as 
saying that they needed to

“What happened to the 
Hippocratic Oath our medi- 
cal doctors have sworn to up- 
hold?” 

Garcia agreed: “Doctors are 
not supposed to be moralists. 

“The woman has already 
committed the ‘sin.’ How do 
you now help somebody who 
is having a complication? 
That should be the concern of 
the health care system. Not 
how she got the health prob- 
lem, but how to help some- 
one with that health prob-

Haunting memory 

The sight of a child losing her finger while 
trying to get near her has haunted the former 
child actress. 

‘Agana, now 61 and who now refers to her- 
self asa "plain housewife, mother of nine chil- 
dren and grandmother of two,” recalls the inci- 
dent as vividly as fit happened yesterday. 

“TU never forget this,” she begins. "We had a 
personal appearance in a province, and all the 
kids and people were there. It was so scary. 1 
‘was being pinched and all chat. We were inside 
a hotel room and they tried to get in. Other 
people were protecting us and they closed the 
door: One of the kids—her finger was severed 
Iwas so scared. But all I could do was cry." 

‘She remembers the child being brought toa 
hospital, but doesn't know what happened to 
her 

When her family returned from the US to 
the Philippines for a visit in the '80s and saw 
parts of “Roberta,” the movie that made Agana 
a big star, she had to translate the dialogue for 
her children. 

"They couldn't understand i,” she says. 

In the collective memories of diehard movie 
fans, the tearjerker “Roberta” lives on as mon- 
umental movie that turned the curly-haired 
child into a celluloid giant. 


5-year-old actress 

"To Sampaguita Pictures matriarch Nena Ve- 
ra-Perez, Agana was a child who did wonders 
for the studio and the industry. 

"She was only 5 years old when we tried her 
ош for the movies,” says Mrs. Vera-Perez. “Her 
mother, Consuelo Agana (also a former actress 
known as Linda Estrella), is my first cousin. We 
‘were neighbors, and we would be together all 
the time. 

“The Doctor (the late Jose A. Perez) saw 
that Tessie could cry very well. So he tried her 
ош in a movie with Pancho Magalona. She 
then appeared in two movies.”

АСОТ Isidro gave up show business for two 
‘years, had surgery, and she and her husband 
Manu Sandejas danced on the street, ай so 
that they would have a baby. 

Agot and Manu remain childless after four 
years of marriage. 

The pitter-patter of dainty little feet, a ba- 
by’s gurgling laughter, a baby's cooing, even 
its cries: They seem so ordinary and they're 
taken for granted, but for Agot, they're only a 
dream, so far. She has been wishing and hop- 
ing and praying to hear and to have and to 
hold her very own baby. 

Agot says she has decided to leave it all up 
to God. Her husband has told her, “We're 
still complete.” 

^] gave up show biz by choice, not 
because Manu wanted me to," Agot, 
38, shares. "He never imposes on me. 
Tm the one who really wants to have а 
baby because I'm not getting any younger.” 

Getting pregnant, however, turned out to 
be a very complicated matter for Agot. First, 
she discovered she had a retroverted uterus 
"although it’s not very uncommon to wom- 
en,” she says. Then doctors suggested she 
take hormonal shots. She did. 

Agot and Manu, an advertising man, even 
went to Obando, Bulacan, and danced on the 
street with other childless couples. Street- 
dancing in Obando is said to be an effective 
way of asking the heavens for children. “You 
‘can ask the people there because they saw 
us,” says Agot. 


Complete 

In 2002, Agot found out she had a benign 
myoma in her uterus. Doctors took it out by 
performing а Caesarian operation on her. 

"after that, I was so depressed," Agot says. "T 
went through the whole process of giving birth, 
except that there'was no baby. When I was in 
surgery, my husband was my rock and my an-

chor. He wrote me a letter and gave it to me af- 
ter my operation. He said, ‘Having a baby is a 
blessing. For people like us, its a bonus. But if it 
doesn’t happen, we're still complete. We don’t 
need another person to complete us 
"My husband probably felt we had done 
enough trying to have a baby. We've consulted 
three doctors already. Some of our friends 
suggested we try in vitro or artificial fertiliza- 
tion, which costs $20,000, but we didn’t want 
todo it. Ir’ not in the normal order of things.” 
‘Agot says she and Manu have learned to 
accept that a baby is what they probably 
could not have. “Today, there's no 
pressure on us anymore to have a ba- 
by," she says. "We just want to enjoy 
each other. We've become closer. 
We're prepared to lead a life with on- 
ly the two of us together. That's fine. 
“Manu and I accept, and we're happy. 1 
guess that's more impoitant." 


No anger 

She makes it clear, however, that accep- 
tance does not mean giving up for good. 

“We've made a paradigm shift in our lives. 
But it doesn't mean меме given up on having 
а baby After hearing Sunday Mass at St. 
James Church in Ayala Alabang, we stay for a 
few more minutes just to pray. Maybe this is 
not yet the time to have a baby. If it's God's 
will, He will giveit to us. Butwe will no longer 
зо through what we went through in trying to 
havea baby" 

Agot says not having a baby is not a reason. 
for her to be angry at God. Her strong faith in 
God has pulled her out of the depths of de- 
pression and kept her going. 

"There's really a God,” she declares. “Tm 
not even angry at myself. 1 used to get irritat- 
ed when people asked me when I would have 


a baby. 1 guess they got tired of asking. 1 al- 
ways tell them, ‘Ayaw pa ni Lord,’ How can 
they argue with that?” 

‘Adoption is not an option for Manu and 
Agot. "We don’t talk about it,” Agot says. 
“Some people are worried about us and I get 
зо uncomfortable with that. I assure you Ino 
longer feel any longing for a baby, even when 
attend baptisms or children's parties."

Fortunately, Agot has found therapy to 
overcome depression: work.

“My role in ‘Baby’ is so true for me,” Agot 
offers. “In our earlier rehearsals, I would cry. 
But | accepted this musical because it's a chal- 
lenge. I'm the theater neophyte in the cast, 
compared with Lea Salonga and Menchu 
Lauchengco-Yulo. 

51 love everything I'm doing now,” she 
adds. “What happened to me was really a big 
awakening. I've realized that you cannot plan 
your ife. thought it was so easy to have a ba- 
by. I made the right choice by leaving every- 
thing up to God.” 

Agot says she and Manu are happy just hav- 
ing each other. God may yet decide that they 
deserve to have more happiness.

She was also very good at crying at the drop 
ofahat. 

“Her tears would just fall as if on cue,” re- 
calls Mrs. Vera-Perez.

On the other hand, sexy ac- 
tresses have been appearing on 
ТУ to protest SM's decision to 


from its list of film attractions. 

They complain that, since 
the SM chain has so many the- 
aters, the exclusion of their 
bold movies will result in a 
drastic loss of income for their 
films’ producers. 

And, in time, this will dis- 
courage financiers to bankroll 
sexy projects, thus reducing 
the actresses’ performing and 
earning opportunities. 

To our mind, however, the 
bold stars’ protests on TV have 
been counterproductive, be- 
cause of their strident and oc- 
casionally cheap projection. 

In future, therefore, they 
should try harder to get their 
act together in a more positive 
way. It definitely isn’t useful for 
them to behave like spoiled 
and testy brats, because this 
could turn even their support- 
ersagainst them. 

For our part, we, too, find 
exploitative and shlocky sexy 
flicks off-putting. But we must 
point out that not only sex- and 
violence-oriented movies can 
get an R-18 classification from 
MTRCB. 

Whar if a mature movie is 
produced about a sensitive top- 
ic, like a hot political or ethical 
issue, or about a protagonist 
who eventually rises above a 
really evil past, and that pro- 
duction were given an R-18 
classification? Would Фаг 
mean that it, too, would not be 
screened on the SM cinema cir- 
cuit? 

What if the movie were real- 
ly substantial, thought-provok- 
ing and relevant? Despite its 
controversial and perhaps even 
shocking elements, it would 
deserve to be seen by adult 
viewers. 

We suggest, therefore, that 
SM's new rule should allow for 
deserving exceptions, signifi- 
cant movies that are clearly not 
exploitative and demeaning. 
Otherwise, many of our adult 
viewers would be deprived of 
the opportunity to be exposed

Sure, the films could be 
shown outside the SM circuit, 
but SM has so many theaters 
that exclusion from its numer- 
ous screens would be a major 
loss.

FORMER comedian Dely Atay-atayan had 
wanted to celebrate her 90th birthday last 
March with all of her loved ones because she 
felt it would be her last, according to her 
‘granddaughter. 

Adelaida Fernandez-Villegas, known to TV 
viewers as John Puruntong's nagging mother- 
in-law Doña Delilah on “John en Marsha” in 
the 1970s, died of old age last Monday night.

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Puerto Azul loses 110 hectares 


THE FINANCIALLY troubled 
Puerto Azul project has been 
dealt with another setback. 

The Supreme Court on Tues- 
day ruled that over 109.6 
hectares within the sprawling 
mountainous beach-golf resort 
and country club in Cavite still 
belong to the public domain. 

‘The high court's Second Divi- 
sion noted that the application of 
Trinidad Diaz Enriquez to regis- 
ter the property only covered 
6,917 square meters, not 1.096 
million sqm. as what subse- 
quently been approved by then 
Naic, Cavite Regional Trial Court 
Judge Emerito Agcaoil 

Enriquez, the matriarch of the 
Marcos crony family who devel- 
oped the Mediterranean-style re- 
sort in the late '70s, claimed she 


acquired the disputed land in the 
"Ternate and Maragondon towns 
in 1975, but had it applied for ti- 
tling only in 1992. 

The government, through the 
Office of the Solicitor General, 
opposed the application, and so. 
did the original tillers, who 
claimed the sale had been fraud 
through “vitiated consent,” be- 
fore subsequently withdrawing 
their opposition. 

The OSG won the case at the 
Court of Appeals, which reversed 
the Naic RTC judgment after the. 
matriarch failed to submit any 
opposition. 

Supreme Court Justice Romeo 
Callejo Jr,.the ponente, ruled 
that Enriquez had lost her party- 
in-interest status in the appeal 
when she sold the same land in

Gov't plans to scrap sovereign 
guarantees on GOCC papers

THE GOVERNMENT plans to 
scrap the automatic guarantees 
on borrowings enjoyed by some 
government-owned and -con- 
trolled corporations (GOCCs), 
such as the state-run National 
Power Corp, in a bid to reduce its 
burgeoning debts and balance 
the budget by 2009. 

This was one of the measures 
recommended by the inter-agen- 
су Development Budget Coordi- 
nation Committee to head ой a 
fiscal crisis, which would be soon 
presented to the Senate and 
Malacafiang. 

“To reduce the GOCC deficit, 
the DBCC proposes to restore the 
National Power Corp.'s (NPC) fi- 
nancial health by restructuring 
NPC tariffs,” the DBCC said in a 
statement yesterday. 

The DBCC is mandated to rec- 
ommend to the President the gov-

and spending limits for economic 
and social development, national 
defense and debt service. 
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“The DBCC hopes that the im-

THE STATE-OWNED pension fund Social Se- 
curity System (SSS) might have headed off its 
own financial crisis. 

555 president and CEO Corazon de la Paz 
saidin a briefing that contribution collections 
from members rose by 15 percent to P21.6 
billion in the first half, exceeding benefit pay- 
ments for the same period. 

De la Paz said it was the first time since 
1999 that contributions exceeded payments 
during the same period, indicating that its fi- 
nancial condition had improved. 

"This is a major turnaround and our efforts 
to intensify collection and streamline our op- 
erations are bearing fruit,” De la Paz sa 

‘The SSS has fielded more than 300 officers 
nationwide to intensify collections and help 
delinquent employers settle their obligations, 
she added. 

Since 1993, the number of SSS retirement 
pensioners has been increasing at an average 
rate of 8 percent per year. 

Аз of end 2003, SSS retirees have reached 
more than 455,000 or about half of the total 
number of pensioners totaling nearly 1 mil- 
lion, data showed.

WPI hits SSS over PÁ60-M loan claim

HOTEL operator Waterfront 
Philippines Inc. (WPI) will con- 
test the Social Security System's 
loan payment claim, amounting 
to more than P460 million. 

The WPI board stil has to re- 
ceive a copy of the 558 complaint, 
Arthur Ponsaran, WPI corporate 
secretary said in a disclosure. 

‘The SSS in May this year filed a 
deficiency claim with the Quezon 
City Regional Trial Court to col- 
lect P460 million, the outstand- 
ing balance arising from a P375- 
million loan granted to WPI in 
1999, sources at the pension fund 
said. 

As of end-August, the out- 
standing balance swelled to ap- 
proximately P473 million. 


RTC affirms 


THE MAKATI City Regional Trial 
Court has affirmed its earlier rul- 
ing that the Bangko Sentral ng 
inas (BSP) is the successor- 
in-interest of the defunct Central 
Bank, and denied the motion for 
reconsideration of the Central 
Bank Board of Liquidators con- 
testing the RTC's earlier ruling. 
Inher July 20 ruling, Judge Re- 
becca R. Mariano of Makati RTC 
Branch 136 said that there was no 
reason to change the order of Jan. 


The outstanding balance in- 
cludes the principal amount plus 
interest and penalties. 

Although the loan would ma- 
ture in Oct. 29 this year, the SSS 
reportedly declared WPI in de- 
fault, accusing it of delinquency 
in loan payments. 

Sources added that while the 
WPI had paid up to P37 million in 
trickles from 2000 to 2002, it was 
mot enough to fully update its 
debt which is considered a viola- 
tion of the loan terms it entered 
with the SSS. 

“Management was instructed 
to vigorously contest any such 
claim as it appears that the same 
has no valid factual and legal ba- 
sis," WPT's Ponsaran said. 

According to SSS sources, WPI 
has yet to renegotiate its loan 
payment. 


“Our lawyers are reviewing 
the claim in order to settle the is- 
sue amicably,” said Patrick Gre- 
gorio, WPI company president. 
"Hopefully, the loan obligation 
will be renegotiated to benefit 
both parties.” 

Early this year, SSS said it 
would collect on the WPI loan, af- 
ter the hotel operator defaulted 
оп interest payments and princi- 
pal amortizations їл 2000 due to 
a slump in tourism. 

SSS and the Gatchalians, the 
family behind WPI, began negoti- 
ations to restructure the loan. 
The Gatchalian group had pro- 
posed to swap property for the 
debt. A dacion agreement was 
reached in 2001, but was later re- 
scinded by the 555 after registra- 
tion requirements in the agree- 
ment were not met.

Paradigm shift in governance

IN THE Sept. 1 editorial of the 
Philippine Daily Inquirer, 
there was a comment on the 
role of the private sector in ad- 
dressing the perennial prob- 
lem of flooding. 

"The most — fundamental 
change ... requires citizens to put 
an end to the bad habit of passing 
the buck to government in order 
to enjoy the self defeating satis- 
faction of com- 
plaining about offi- 


fers if they would work with gov- 
erment in fighting smuggling. 


Background 
‘The significant contribution of 
the private sector in, preventing 
smuggling has already been 
demonstrated. From Jan. 1 to Mar. 
31 2003, the smuggling rate of re- 
frigerated agricultural container 
vans decreased significantly from 
40 percent to less than 1 percent. 
‘This was largely due to the Alyansa 
leader’ recom- 
mended changes in 


Tals according to COMMENTARY policy, such as the 


the editorial. “If a 

big part of a problem is indeed 
the negligence of government in 
enforcing regulations and laws, 
who will regulate the regula- 
tors?” 

The editorial continued: "The 
only answer is, the electorate. 
So what does the electorate in- 
tend to do about local and na- 
tional officials who fail to solve 
problems that crop up year after 
year?” 


Private sector role 

We agree with the editorial. A 
paradigm’ shift—from relying 
completely on government to 
the private sector sharing in 
good governance—is long over- 
due. as in flood prevention, The 
private sector also has a critical 
role in preventing smuggling. 
This is especially true during 
this time of financial crisis, 
when at least P80 billion in rev- 
enue can be generated just by 
stopping smuggling. 

On Aug. 30, Alyansa Agrikul- 
tura leaders pledged to donate 
cash to the government, following 
the example of the Silliman Uni- 
versity alumni, The leaders said 
that people would be able to con- 
tribute more to government cof- 
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"no redemption, по 
auction” rule, barring suspected 
smugglers from getting back their 
smuggled goods. The goods must 
either be destroyed or given to the 
poor. Considering that no smuggler 
has been jailed in the last ten years, 
the immediate loss of the goods 
has proven to be an effective smug- 
gling deterrent. 

As for regulating the regulators, 
the farmer leaders would follow 
the Ingumer editorial suggesting 
the use of the electoral process. 
However, realizing that this exer- 
cise only occurs every three or six 
years, and acknowledging that the 
peoples will may be subverted 
through electoral fraud, vote buy- 
ing, and violence, the farmers 
have decided to do much more. 

They joined anti-smuggling raids 
and participated in the inspection of 
the container vans carrying import- 
ed goods. The leaders accom- 
plished this with the help of the 
Presidential Security Group, which 
acted as an independent check to 
the Bureau of Customs and Depart- 
ment of Agriculture inspectors. 


Recent events 
‘On Aug. 25, two events occurred. 
First, the three anti-smuggling 
bodies that served as effective 


* 


checks to the Bureau of Customs. 
were abolished. The independent 
inspection of the container vans 
was also stopped. 

Second, there was a news re- 
lease that auctions of perishable 
agricultural goods would be re- 
sumed. This would allow the 
smugglers to once again purchase 
the goods at below market prices. 

On Aug. 27, Customs Commis- 
sioner George Jereos reacted by 
telling the Alyansa leaders that 
hewas misquoted. The correction 
to this widely circulated report 
still has to come out. Meanwhile, 
the smugglers are busy planning 
more operations, believing that 
auctions are being allowed again. 

At about the same time, it was 
reported that at least 30 contain- 
ег уап of onions without import 
permits were released. The BOC 
showed documents from the De- 
partment of Agriculture's Bureau 
of Plant Industry that initially di- 
rected the BOC to hold the ship- 
ments. Subsequently, the BPI 
changed this order. : 

The Alyansa has asked the 
agriculture department to inves- 
tigate this matter. But with the 
abolition of the Cabinet Over- 
sight Committee on Anti-Smug- 
gling (Cocas), this investigation 
might never be conducted. With- 
out the anti-smuggling body 
erring DA officials who allowed 
the irregular carrot importation 
for five months might never be 
identified. 

The smuggling incident 
severely damaged the livelihood 
‘of 80,000 Cordillera farmers. 


Response 

During the last Cocas meeting 
оп Aug. 25, an Alyansa Agrikul- 
tura official said that although the 
body had been abolished, the pri- 
vate sector representatives of the 


Cabinet committee would contin- 
че the regular Wednesday meet- 
ings. He said they would invite the 
same Cocas government represen- 
tatives to attend the meetings be- 
cause it is the taxpayers right to 
expect government support in the 
fight against smuggling. 

‘There is an open letter to Presi. 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo request- 
ing the restoration of the three an- 
tismuggling bodies. The Bureau 
of Customs simply cannot assume 
some of the functions of these 
bodies because the bureau does 
not have the mandate. Examples 
cited were the unloading of smug- 
gled goods in private ports and 
visitorial activities in wholesale 
and retail outlets where the smug- 
gled goods were sold. 

If the anti-smuggling bodies 
are not restored, the private sec- 
Tor antismuggling group will 
continue their Wednesday meet- 
ings and ask for support from the 
government agencies concerned. 
This group will also monitor the 
agencies’ performance and report 
the findings to their constituen- 
Чез. This will be done for elec- 
toral purposes, as the Inquinen ed- 
itorial suggests. 

It is time we have a paradigm 
shift in governance. This shift is 
being demonstrated by the pri- 
vate sector which has taken the 
initiative in the effort to curb 
smuggling. It is hoped that the 
private sector will be applied in 
other areas of governance today.

AS RISING cost of raw materials will start re- 
flecting on prices of basic goods this month, 
the Department of Trade and Industry has 
stepped up its monitoring and enforcement 


\ efforts to ensure that consumers would not be 


cheated by retailers and vendors using fraud- 
ulent weighing scales and other measuring 
devices. 

Also, industrialist Raul Concepcion yester- 
day said the public would begin feeling the ef- 
fects of the uptrend in prices that started in 
the second quarter. 

“Prices of agricultural and basic goods have 
gone up slightly,” said Concepcion, head of 
the private-sector Consumer and Oil Price 
‘Watch (СОРУУ). "I believe this is part of the ef- 
fort to (implement) price increases in small 
dosages.” 

‘The hikes will be felt particularly in pro- 
cessed and manufactured goods, which are 
dependent on raw materials like steel, alu- 
minum, copper, urea, and plastic-based and 
oil-based materials. 

“Prices of these inputs have gone up at a 
range of 40 percent to 80 percent compared 
to levels from a year ago,” said the COPW 


chair, "There is nothing we can do about this, 
Manufacturers can: hold off only so much 
costs.” 

‘Concepcion was referring to efforts of bus 
ness groups to temper price increases. 

He added that prices were going up be- 
cause of the need for the market to reflect true 
costs of gocds and services. 

Data from the Department of Trade and In- 
dustry show that, during the past month, 
prices of most products rose by less than the 
10-percent level considered reasonable. 

Products whose prices went up beyond the 
comfort level include а brand of canned sar- 
dines from P8 to P9 each; cabbage from P30 to 
P50 а kilo; and tomatoes from P35 to P40 а kilo. 

‘The DTI reported that the price of tin cans 
increased from P2.10 to P3.30 due to high 
price of imported tin plates, which went up 
from $480 a ton in 2002 to $1,000 a ton this 
year. Costs of packaging materials also in- 
creased by 45 percent for tin plate and 8 per- 
cent for cartons. 

However, the agency said supply and retail 
prices of basic needs and prime commodities 
such as rice, sugar, pork, chicken, instant noo- 
dles, detergent and laundry bars, toilet soap 
and flour have remained stable.

And Paulo P Mamangun Jr., president 
of the Virgin Coconut Oil Producers and 
Traders Association Philippines Inc., 
has made it his mission to get as many of 
these coconut farmers to find the moth- 
erlode. 

Mamangun tells Business Friday that 
for an investment of just P120,000, co- 
conut farmers could put up their own 
community-based cold press and cash in 
on the escalating demand for virgin co- 
conut oil 

The P120,00 investment covers a 
grater, two presses and containers for 
processing the meat from carefully se- 
lected matured nuts 

It also includes the basic training for 
farmers to learn the proper way of ex 
tracting ой from coconuts to maintain 
the “vir 

Mamangun developed these equip- 
ment based on his personal research 
and experiments conducted since 1983. 

Mamangun favors the cold press 
method as it does not subject the co- 
conut meat to heat, thus, does not alter 
the health benefits of the oil. 

Tn its natural state, coconut oil is edi- 
ble and upon further processing, could 
be processed into cosmetic products. 

And also because it is not subjected to 
heat, the oil does not turn rancid e 

Mamangun says under the right con- 
ditions, the oil could be kept for as long 
as three years without losing its health 
and cosmetic benefits. Producers partic-

ularly want to preserve the lauric acid 
found in virgin coconut oil, which has 
been proven to be a good antibiotic and 
antiviral agent.

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To win awards, RP ads 
should use less jingles

EVER wondered why the Philippines, 
a country rich with creative people, 
has not won a Clio award (Oscars of 
advertising)? 

The head of РОВ Asia, one of the 
largest advertising agency networks 
in the world, has an interesting theo- 
ту: Filipinos like jingles in ads. And 
these are not easy to judge. 

“You have a lot of 
gles) here. Its difficult to wi 

ith that," says Aaron Lau, 
so DDBS president and CEO of 
Greater China. 

Jingles however are crucial in most 
ads because the prime source of in- 
formation of the country is still radio 
thus agencies need to create cam- 
paigns with more sounds than visu- 
als. (Analysts point Mar Roxas and 
Pia Cayetano won seats in the senate 
because of their very catchy jingles.) 

‘Some creative directors of adver- 
tising agencies raise another point 
why RP does not win any award— 
dlients always insist on traditional 
safe ads, which are usually unexcit- 
ingand not out of the box. 

Lau says if you look at the creativi- 
ty in Asia, Hong Kong was lording it 
during the 70 and early '805. Si 
pore also did well into the '90s. 

But the Philippines, which basical- 
ly follows the style of the more dev. 
oped economies is losing out. 

Lau says Thailand today is the most 
creative based on the international 
awards the country has been getting. 

“Thailand is becoming the most 
creative because they have their own 
culture and: way of doing things," 
says Lau.

hind in the advertising industry com- 
pared with its neighbors. 

“Advertising is a derivative of eco- 
nomic and cultural development. Ad- 
vertising follows the stock mark 
and the overall business situation—if 
the economy is not doing well, then 
advertising follows. But there is a lag 
of three to six months before the in- 
dustry feels the impact of the eco- 
nomic situation." 

A slow economy generally means а 
lethargic advertising industry. Firms 
opt for non-traditional promotional 
activities. This lessens the opportuni-

SEEMS like the Philippine Stock Exchange 
(PSE) is ready to make a fresh start, begin- 
ning with a new logo. 

Out will go the gold and green ribbon-like 
insignia that stood for the unified Makati and 
Manila bourses for years. 

In comes a yellow, three-dimensional 
acronym of PSE , embossed on a bright red 
backdrop, a stylized version of Wall Street's 
New York Stock Exchange designed for the 
PSE by Graphic Atelier. 

‘So what's wrong with the old one? 

‘The old logo depicted the unification and 

the aspirations for growth and prosperity of 
its members.” 

‘At the center are two X's (symbolizing the 
exchanges) running parallel with each other. 
‘The diagonal lines are connected by two 
curved lines at the top forming a head, signi- 
fying the union of the two exchanges. 

The base is slanted and broad, “depicting 
an organization that is well-grounded, 
strong, balanced and stable.” The circular en- 
closure was supposed to mean perfection and 
the influence of the PSE on the economy. The 
green backdrop is for fertility and growth, 
while the gold outline denotes prosperity. 

PSE chair Alicia Rita Arroyo said observations 
she received about the old symbol was that the 
green and the gold were in conflit in Feng Shui 
and that the ends of the looped symbol pointed 
downwards which meant it may be unlucky. 

On the other hand, Feng Shui expert Victor 
Dy said the new logo's rectangular backdrop 
“imparts a feeling of stability"

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An INTERESTing tax deduction

COMPANIES often borrow money 
in order to build plants or offices, 
buy other businesses, purchase in- 
ventories, or fund day-to-day oper- 
ations. And as a normal business 
practice, when money is borrowed 
ог something is bought on credit, 
interest will be charged. Interest is 
the premium that must be paid for 
the use of another's capital. It is ac- 
tually a compensation allowed by 
law or fixed by parties for the use of 
money regardless of the name or 
denomination. Interest includes 
the amount paid for the borrowers 
use of money during the term of the 
loan, as well as for his/her confine- 
ment of money after the due date 
for its repayment. 

While others may see 
interest payments as 
purely additional cost 
of doing business, it should be re- 
alized that interest expense helps 
in reducing the tax burden. 

When is an interest 
ductible? 5 

Та general, the amount of inter- 
est expense paid or incurred with- 
in a taxable year in indebtedness 
in connection with the taxpayer's 
trade, business, or exercise of pro- 
fession is allowed as deduction 
from the taxpayer's gross income. 
Section 34(B) of the 1997 Tax 
Code. Based on this general rule, it 
is important to note the following 
essentials for the deductibility of 
interest expense from gross in- 
come as provided in Revenue Reg- 
ulations (RR) No. 13-200 

© There must be an indebted- 
ness. 

* There should be an interest 
expense paid or incurred upon 
such indebtedness. 

© The indebtedness must ‘be 
that of the taxpayer. 

ө The indebtedness must be 
connected with the taxpayer's 
trade, business or exercise of pro- 
fession. 

* The interest expense must 
have been paid or incurred during 
the taxable year. 

* The interest must have been 
stipulated in writing. 

‘© The interest must be legally 
due, 

The present rules allow the de- 
duction of interest for as long as 
the above requisites are complied 
with. However, this benefit of de- 
duction will be subject to a limita- 
tion provided under the Tax Code. 
The amount of interest expense 
paid or incurred by a taxpayer will 
be reduced by an amount equal to 
the 38 percent (starting Jan. 1, 
2000) of the interest income 
earned which had been subject to 
final withholding tax (FWT) (e.g., 
20 percent tax on interest on de- 
posits and yield). This limitation 
shall apply regardless of whether 
or not a tax arbitrage scheme was 
entered into by the taxpayer or re- 
gardless of the date when the in- 
terest-bearing loan and the date 
when the investment was made for 
as long as, during the taxable year, 
there is an interest expense in- 
curred on one side and an interest 
income earned on the other side, 
which interest income had been 
subjected to FWT. This rule shall 
be observed irrespective of the 
currency of the loan contracted 
and/or in whatever currency the 
investments or deposits were 
made. 

This limitation is illustrated as 
follows: (See table.)

business-related taxes (deficiency 
taxes) is also allowed to be deduct- 
ed from gross income. The good 
news, this time, is that the full 
amount of interest shall not be 

subject to limitation on 


TAX-FILES deduction. Thus, such in- 


terest expense shall not 
bediminished by the percentage of 
interest income earned which had 
been subjected to FWT. 

[Section 3(c) of RR No. 13- 
2000] 

Finally, at the option of the tax- 
payer, interest expense on capital 
expenditure incurred to acquire 
property used in trade, business, 
or exercise of a profession may be 
allowed as a deduction in full in 
the year when incurred or may be 
treated as a capital expenditure for 
which the taxpayer may claim only 
asa deduction the periodic amor: 
zation of such expenditure pur- 
suant to Section 34(B)(3) of the 
1997 Tax Code. Should the taxpay- 
er elect to deduct the interest pay- 
ments against the gross income, 
the taxpayer cannot at the same 
time capitalize the interest pay- 
ments. (Paper Industries Corpora- 
tion of the Philippines [Picop] vs 
Court of Appeals, Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue and Court of Tax 
Appeals, GR Nos. 106949-50) 

When is an interest not de- 
ductible? 

Not all interest expenses in- 
curred from trade or business are 
deductible from gross income. To 
prevent the abuse of the deduction 
of interest expense, the Tax Code 
identified the following cases 
wherein the deduction of interest. 
expense from gross income shall 
notbeallowed: ^ 

1. If within the taxable year, ап 
individual taxpayer reporting in- 
come on the cash basis incurs an 
indebtedness on which an interest 
is paid їп advance through dis- 
count or otherwise. The interest. 
arising from this transaction shall 
only be allowed in the year the in- 
debtedness is paid and if the in- 
debtedness is payable in periodic 
amortizations, the amount of in- 
terest which corresponds to the 
amount of the principal amortized 
or paid during the year shall be al- 
lowed as deduction in stich taxable 
year. 

2. If both the taxpayer and the 
person to whom the payment has 
been made or is to be made are per- 
sons specified under Section 36 of 
the Tax Code, to wit: 

a. Between members of a family. 
For purposes of this paragraph, the 
family of an individual shall in- 
clude only his brothers and sisters 
(whether by the whole or half- 
blood), spouse, ancestors and lin- 
eal descendants; or 

b. Except in the case of distribu- 
tions in liquidation, between an in- 
dividual and a corporation more 
than 50 percent in value of the out- 
standing stock of which is owned, 
directly, and indirectly, by or for 
such individual; ог 

c. Except in the case of distribu-

tions in liquidation, between two 
corporations more than 50 percent 
in value of the outstanding stock of 
each of which is owned, directly, 
and indirectly, by or for the same 
individual, if either one of such 
corporations, with respect to the 
taxable year of the corporation 
preceding the date of the sale or 
exchange was, under the law ap- 
plicable to such taxable year, a per- 
sonal holding company or a for- 
eign personal holding company; or 

Note that interest charges be- 
tween affiliated companies is not 
automatically disallowed based on 
the above restriction. In CTA Case 
No. 6013, Precision Electronics 
Realty Corp. vs. Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, it was empha- 
sized that before two corporations 
are considered as related taxpay- 
ers in the above requisite, the re- 
quirement of more than 50 percent 
direct or indirect ownership of the 
corporation must be satisfied. In 
this case, the relationship of the 
petitioner and its lender was estab- 
lished by examining the actual 
stockholdings of the petitioner to 
determine if there is an individual 
who owns, directly or indirectly, 
more than 50 percent of its out- 
standing stocks. Although the 
lender has 40 percent ownership 
of petitioner, it was settled that the 
lender and petitioner were not re- 
lated taxpayers for purposes of the 
deductibility of interest. Thus, the 
restriction on deduction was not 
applied. The same view is evident 
in BIR Ruling DA-196-03 dated 
June 20, 2003. It was held that the 
ownership of two affiliated corpo- 
rations for purposes of the de- 
ductibility of interest ‘must be 
traced to the level of the individual 
shareholder, 

d. Between the grantor and a 
fiduciary of any trust; or 

е. Between the fiduciary of a 
trust and the fiduciary of another 
trust if the same person is a 
grantor with respect to each trust; 
or Д 
{. Between a fiduciary of a trust 
and a beneficiary of such trust. 

Ifthe indebtedness on which the 
interest expense is paid is incurred 
to finance petroleum exploration 
in the Philippines. The nonde- 
ductible interest expense herein 
referred to pertains to interest or 
other consideration paid or in- 
curred by a service contractor en- 
gaged in the discovery and produc. 
tion of indigenous petroleum in 
the Philippines with respect to the 
financing of its petroleum opera- 
tions, pursuant to Section 3 of 
Presidential Decree No. 8, a 
amended by PD 87, otherwise 
known as The Oil Exploration and 
Development Act of 1972. 

Interest expense is already part 
and parcel of doing business or 
practicing profession. Instead of 
just looking at the negative side of 
paying interests, one should just 
maximize the benefits that can be 
availed from it as an allowable de- 
duction for income tax purposes.

and E, which make the oil an ideal 
skin moisturizer and revitalizer. 

More consumers here and abroad 
are rediscovering these benefits, 
leading to a proliferation of diet and 
cosmetic products based on virgin 
coconut ой.

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Challenging Al Ries (just for the heck of it) 


THIS IS a continuation of our August 
28th column, We ended last Fridays 
column with the promise, “Next week, 
МАХ challenges Al Ries." 

We start by recalling the essence of 
Al Ries’ own prescription on brand po- 
sitioning: “Focus and own a word in 
the consumers’ mind and you'll not 
only survive; you'll thrive. Do other- 
wise and you'll meet the fate of . 
companies" that lost focus and ex- 
tended their brands beyond the 
“words” that they owned. in the pro- 
cess, they lost market share, brand 
value and over-all profitability. (Al 
Ries is the best selling author of Fo- 
cus! And The 22 Immutable Laws of 
Marketing and a host of other market- 
ing books. He is also the Chair of Ries 
& Ries—Focusing Consultants. MRx 
listened and talked to him at the re- 
cent Global Brand Forum in Singa- 
pore.) 

Bitin 

This logic of Ries’ marketing pre- 
scription is, well, “bitin.” 165 really 
just half the story. Or a half-truth. 
‘And most half-truths, when provoca- 
tively presented have persuasive face 
validity. 

‘The other half of the story is that hav- 
ing no or incorrect focus and not own- 
ing a word in another segment of the 
consumers’ minds is what leads to fail- 
ure. 
Consider Ai Ries’ “evidence” in terms 
of the 2 cases of Mercedes Benz and 
Volkswagen. 

If you do the beneath-the-surface 
analysis of what Benz did, it becomes 
clear that Benz was trying to enter 
the other price segments of the car 
buying market in order to grow its 
business. The price segments Benz 
had in mind are: (1) the super-premi- 
um segment of the $50,000 to 
$80,000 luxury sedans where its 
known; (2) the premium segment of 
the $25,000 SUV; (3) the economy 
segment of the $18,000 vans; and (4) 
the sub-economy segment of the 
$9,000 mini-car. 

Strictly speaking, its wrong to say 
that the $25,000 SUVs are for the upper 
middle class segment, or that the 
$18,000 vans are for the middle class 
segment. The very rich, the rich and the 
middle class can and some of them do 
buy any of these cars. It's a price seg- 
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mentation and not a socio-eco segmen- 
tation. There's no one-to-one corre- 
spondence between price segments and 
socio-eco segments. 

So what really went wrong? Al Ries’ 
surface analysis immediately jumped 
to the conclusion that Benz failed be- 
cause it expanded into other car mod- 
els to make its brand affordable. Ac- 
cording to Al Ries, to its consumers, 
Benz lost its ownership of the word 
“expensive.” 

This should be stated as a hypothe- 
sis and more accurately worded this 
way: “To its super-premium segment 
consumers, Benz lost its ownership of 
the word “expensive.” If research 
shows, that super-premium con- 
sumers continue to buy the Benz 
$50,000-$80,000 luxury sedans, then 
the proposition is proven wrong. Al- 
зо, proof of error сап be drawn from 
data showing that these same con- 
sumers are buying the cheaper SUVs 
and vans. 

The correct marketing analysis 
should go beneath the surface, be- 
neath the apparent. It should look at 
what could have gone wrong in the 
segmentation process and asked 
these questions: 

ө Were the identification and defi- 
nition of the different price segments 
correct in that they were consumer- 
drawn definitions? In other words 
did the premium price segment oí 
SUV buyers define this segment as 
$25,000? If higher or lower than this 
level, then the segment definition was 
wrong, and that's one source of the 
failure. 

ө Did the segment profiling identi- 
fy the true consumer car value priori- 
ties of the segment and this segment 
consumers’ perceived point of differ- 
ence among competing brands in the 
segment? If this was missed, then 
here's a second source of the brand 
expansion failure. 

© Was the chosen brand position- 


ing in each of the new target segment 
crafted and communicated correctly? 


the failure. " 

In other words, success will come 
when you're correct in all these three 
dimensions of successful brand exten- 
sion. And not just in the Al Ries one- 
dimensional concept of successful 
brand extension. 

We can do a similar analysis in the 
case of. Volkswagen. Its strategy for 
growing its business went in the re- 
verse direction: from being and own- 
ing the “cheap” car buying segment 
and word to expanding to the higher 
level price segments. 


Surface or substantive analysis? 

So here is the issue. What do we be- 
lieve and act on-surface or substan- 
tive analysis? In the two cases of Benz 
and Volkswagen, to get to the whole 
truth, do substantive, beneath-the- 
surface analysis. Put what's immedi- 
ately apparent to you in a total per- 
spective and context. In these 2 cases, 
that context is the S-T-P segmentation 
process. 

We've been asked in our “Market- 
ing Success Seminar” if there are 
counter examples to Al Ries.” When 
arguing on the basis of cases, the oth- 
ег correct critical way to challenge a 
half-truth marketing insight is to pre- 
sent just as persuasive counter exam- 
ples or cases. 

Consider the case of J & J. This 
brand has successfully grown its busi- 
ness by extending to many other 
product categories aside from talcum 
baby powder. It has leading market 
share and is earning enviable prof- 
itability in the segments of baby lo- 
tion, toilet baby soap, baby shampoo, 
and soon. 

One of the reasons for its brand ex- 
tension success is its product focus 
and ownership of the word, "baby 
products.” In all these successful ex- 
tensions, it never left its product focus 
on the BABY market segment. In this 
sense, it did not only own a word, it 
also succeeded in owning a market 
segment. Also, it was clearly not into 
price segmentation; it was into mar- 
ket need segmentation. (The junior 
MRx raised the J&J case to Al Ries and 
well, Ries, got irritated. "Why do peo- 
ple ask me questions as if to convince 


me that I'm wrong?") 


The] & J case 

The other, and more important rea- 
son, for its success is that every time it 
thought of brand extension, it did be- 
neath-the-surface, substantive analy- 
sis and research of the new candidate 
segment. It has been asked, for exam- 
ple, “why, if J&J owns the baby seg- 
ment, why is it that it did not go into 
the categories of baby milk or baby 
medication?” According to Fred Ro- 
driguez, J & Js former CEO and 
supreme turn-around master, research 
into these categories or segments indi- 
cated that J & J products were seen by 
mothers in the baby segment as for the 
baby's external needs and use, not for 
internal ingestion. So it was substan- 
tive, beneath-the-surface analysis that 
showed and qualified the word and 
segment ownership of the brand. It 
‘owns not the generic word “baby prod- 
ucts” but the specific word “baby prod- 
ucts for external use.” 

But as you can now appreciate, it’s 
still all about the most basic concept 
in marketing that has to do with mar- 
ket segmentation and the segmenta- 
tion-based brand positioning defini- 
tion. Remember 8-Т-Р as the segmen- 
tation process in 3 steps: Ist step of 
the process is segmenting (partition- 
ing the total market into segments 
and then profiling each of the seg- 
ments in terms of its market attrac- 
tiveness); then 2nd step of targeting 
the most market attractive segment as 
your PTM (primary target market) 
segment; and 3rd and final step of po- 
sitioning, that is, focusing on the PTM 
segments priority product value 
where your brand has its distinctive 
point of difference. 

Here then the simple MRx for your 
responding to the Al Ries diagnosis 
and MRx. For the S.0.5.A. issue, go 
for the substantive, beneath-the-sur- 
face analysis of the MRx. Challenge 
the surface, superficial analysis no 
matter how provocatively and persua- 
sively it is presented. And this chal- 
lenge consists in doing substantive 
analysis of the base segmentation 
process of the presented MRx.

"Teaching is not something you do 
alone," he said. "We at the college share 
our common ideas and that’s what makes 
me an effective teacher because 1 learn а 
lot from them." 

Dans, who obtained his Master of Science 
in Clinical Epidemiology from the MeMaster 
University in Canada, is currently focusing on 
promoting General Medicine because he be- 
lieves that it has more advantages compared 
toother fields of specialization. 

"Everyone is a specialist in this country" he 
said. 

Dans, a member of the Philippine College of 
Physicians (Scientific Committee) and Philip- 
pine Heart Association (Council on Coronary 
Disease), wants to improve the common per- 
ception that if a doctor is a generalist, he or 
she is an inferior physician.

She 
has ао attended training on special educa- 
tion abroad, particularly in Germany and 
Netherlands.

Hong Kong from London where he organized 
special events for a company called Joffins. 
One of DYR's clients was Swire, which owned 
the then new Pacific Place development. 
“Swire wanted somebody based in their of- 
fices and they needed someone with a lot of 
event management, with emphasis on use of 
public spaces to create a sense of community" 
recalls Husband, "But they also needed some: 
one conservative and British who could fit in 
with the Swire corporate environment so DYR 
thought, Paul Husband, perfect choice! " 


Husband retailing 

Moving from DYR to Swire/Pacific Place 
meant leaving his big ticket clients of three 
years—American Express, Cathay Pacific and 
Lane Crawford—with whom he still has ex- 
cellent relations today. Husband’s interest in 
real estate and retail was to serve him 10 
years later when he put up a niche retail con- 
sulting business. 

“I was involved with Pacific Place before it 
opened. I knew all the tenants, every store- 
тоот, every air-con room... loved retail and 
then later [when Swire] acquired Festival 
Walk [in Kowloon Tong], I was also responsi- 
ble for that,” he says. "That gave me my start 
in the retail industry and what was such good 
experience was that Swire was focused on 
building a destination brand out of Pacific 
Place. There was close collaboration of retail- 
ers and 1 was at the forefront of that. It 
lowed me great understanding of the po: 
tioning of different brands, their customers 
and how to build a relationship with so many 
brands.” 

In 1998, 10 years after managing Swire de- 
velopments (and not just retail!), Husband set 
up Husband Retail Consulting because he saw 
there were major changes happening at retail 
not only in mature markets like Hong Kong, 
but also in emerging markets like China “that 
hardly had any shopping centers and that were 
department store-dominated.” Developers 
needed help establishing retail businesses in 
countries where the MTR railways were mak- 
ing destinations accessible very quickly and 
conveniently and where competition was go- 
ing to force developers to “rethink, refurbish 
and re-tenant.”

House. This time, Husband came at the right 
time, pitching his services when HK Land was 
beginning a major refurbishing project (still 
ongoing). HK Land generally does large-scale 
refurbishment every 10-15 years while minor 
ones are ongoing.

Land, particularly the high-end Greenbelt de- 
velopment. Winnie M. Nazareth, vice рг 
dent of marketing, business development and 
entertainment businesses for Ayala Land's 
Commercial Centers Group, says of Hus- 
band's contributions: "Paul was able to intro- 
duce us the principals of popular retailers 
and restaurants in the US.

Paul managed to get us a meeting with them 
and actually invite them to come over to 
Manila and study the area as well as look at 
our retail developments.” 

Greenbelt 3 has won the 2004 Urban Land 
Institute (Uli) Award for Excellence, and the 
development is such a popular model that it is 
being visited by developers around Asia. Uli 

award for excellence in land use 
and practice, and criteria go beyond design to 
include elements like market leadership and 
innovation, environmental protection and en- 
hancement and financial success. 

“Greenbelt is really a cutting-edge example 
of a lifestyle retail center in terms of food and 
entertainment and I Iove its use of the garden 
space,” says Husband. 

Nazareth explains Greenbelts financial 
and aesthetic performance: “its success is due 
to Ayala Land’s intimate knowledge of the 
market, its commitment to deliver innovative 
and cutting-edge products as well as its close 
collaboration with its merchants. Proof of its 
success is not just its financial performance 
but the way it has changed the behavior of the 
market.” 


Benefits to business 

Husband has also worked with the Hysan 
Group for Lee Gardens 1 and 2 in Causeway 
Bay, Gaysom Plaza in Bangkok, Park Hyatt and 
Fortune Plaza in Beijing, Three on the Bund in 
Shanghai, Japanese retailer FrancFranc, The 
Venetian in Macao (a joint project with the 
Venetian in Vegas) and the Armani Group. 

Does he have any developments catering to 
a market less than upper middle class? "I have. 
Kowloon City Plaza, a middle market devel- 
opment near Kai Tak Airport where the most 
high-end brand is Giordano," Husband says. 
"There will be Park n Shop and Watson's and a 
new concept for the whole place for a re- 
launch next year.” 

Despite Husband Retailing nor having any 
direct competitors offering full-service retail 


consulting, one cannot say that competition is 
not tough. 

“We have many competitors who do ele-. 
ments of (our business) like tenant mix then 
they lease the place or they will prepare a me- 
dia or marketing plan to launch a center, but I 
am not aware of a company in the region who 
does exactly what we do, with the experience 
and a staff for full service,” explains Husband. 
“We do design themes and layout to the plan- 
ning of the retail mix—which types of retail, 
specific brands, entertainment—to marketing 
and leasing strategy and the leasing itself, 
even launching the center to shoppers.” 

То keep exposed globally to the "latest and 
the greatest,” Husband travels frequently and 
affiliates himself with a network of associa- 
tions in America, Asia, Japan, Australia and 
Europe, bringing the latest in retail and 
brands who seek a presence in Asia. 

‘One of the most important areas of the re- 
tail business is architecture, but unlike muse- 
ums or public buildings, Husband does not 
recommend famous architects for shopping 
centers or malls 

“Many famous architects are generalists. 
‘They don't have that (shopping center) expe- 
rience. We bring into our team a leading retail 
architect from the UK or Hong Kong with 
worldwide specialization and reputation. So 
that as well is an important part of our ser- 
vice. 

"We look for specialized guys who can real- 
ly create a destination, understand how peo- 
ple shop, how to expose them, how to move 
them, how to expose stores and the maximum 
number of stores to a customer, how to create. 
environments that will hold customers for 
hours. Because as you know the longer you 
keep a customer the center, they're going to 
buy, eat and walk out having spent more mon- 
ey than if they stayed for a short time,” he says 
witha grin,

F THE Cultural Center of the 

Philippines has its way, there 

will be a National Artist for 
Fashion Design. And a strong con- 
tender for that will be “Asia’s Fash- 
ion Czar,” Jose “Pitoy” Moreno. 

Under its president Nes Jardin, CCP is 
working to elevate fashion to the same lev- 
el as dance, theater, music and other art 
forms. And Jardin has made his intention 
known by helping stage "Ginintuang 
Moreno," a tribute to the diminutive artist 
who marks his 50 years as a fashion design- 
er next month. 

The tribute, which will be written and di- 
rected by Floy Quintos, will be staged on 
Oct. 26 and 27 at the CCP Main Theater 
(tel. 8323681), and will have as its benefi- 
ciaries the CCP Arts for the People Pro- 
gram, Gawad Kalinga Foundation and Lau- 
ra Vicuña Foundation. 

“That's as far as the stage as a perfor- 
mance venue is concerned," said Jardin аг 
the press conference to preview Moreno's 
designs. “It’s an attempt to veer from the 
Western concept of limiting recognition го 
the seven arts. Any subjective and personal 
expression of the artist can be an art form.” 

Jardin, a former dancer, stressed the im- 
portance of recognizing other art forms 
that contribute to the country’s cultural, 
Social and economic development. Fash- 
ion, of course, is one of the country's most 
viable and most popular art forms, next on- 
ly perhaps to cinema and broadcasting. 

Moreno, arguably the country’s most 
popular Filipino designer abroad, deserves 
recognition not only because of his dedica- 
tion to his craft, but also for his efforts to 
put the country on the fashion map. To 
date, Moreno has done shows in Paris, Lon- 
доп, Madrid, Rome, Vienna, Moscow, New 
York, Chicago, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Washington D.C., Tokyo, Bangkok, Kuala 
Lumpur and Singapore, among others. 


Deserving 

"The idea of giving a tribute to Pitoy 
‘came after similar tributes were given to 
Valera and Joe Salazar,” added Jardin. 
"People I've consulted said Pitoy also de- 
Serves such an honor for his efforts to bring 
honor to the country. He deserves it in the 
same way other senior designers deserve 
it, Hopefully, this tribute will just be the 
first.” 

‘The tribute will show a 120-piece collec- 
tion consisting mostly of vintage pieces 
that he updated or fused with new ele- 
ments to give them a more current appeal. 
Others may dismiss the clothes as Moreno's 
“baul” (chest) collection, but the designer 
himself said this was his way of appealing 
to clients to value their clothes like they 
value other works of art. 

"A lot of designers have also done beauti 
ful clothes," said Moreno.

Speaking of the Bayanihan dancers, the 
show will also feature the group and other 
CCP resident performers such as the Philip- 
pine Philharmonic Orchestra, Philippine 
Madrigal Singers, Philippine Ballet The- 
ater and Ballet Philippines.
